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OUR COMING ANNUAL REVIEW. 

The Reporter begs to announce that 
its annual review number issued as 
Part II. of its regular weekly edition 
and giving a resume of the markets 
during 1909, which pertain to the va- 
rious interests it represents, both do- 
mestic and foreign, will appear either 
on February 7 or 14. dependent upon 
the time required to gather the latest 
statistical information to make it com- 
plete. 

We would call the attention of our 
readers to this yearly feature of the 
Reporter in advance, that when it is 
received it may not inadvertently be 
mislaid or cast aside. We have a 
strong motive in impressing upon our 
subscribers the necessity for carefully 
preserving it. It will contain all the 
information having a bearing upon 
trade conditions during 1909 that 
may affect the business of our sub- 
scribers during the coming year. This 
information, we may add, has been 
gathered only after dilligent search in 
the markets of the world. 

If our readers will but take the pre- 
caution and the little trouble neces- 
sary to file it, they will have at hand 
a ready reference book. They may by 
consulting it save much time and in- 
convenience, consequent to having to 
direct for information. We 
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this respect which is really a pleasure, | 


but we suggest that it would be a 
source of satisfaction to have our re- 
view put as frequently as possible to 
practical account. 

The work will embrace a legislative 
record for the year, which will be a 
synopsis of all the legal measures 
passed in Washington in reference to 
the industries covered by the Reporter. 
Each market will be reviewed by an 
expert and replete in statistical mat- 
ter, and not the least important fea- 
ture will be a comprehensive table of 
imports and exports during the fiscal 
years ended June 30, 1905 to 1909, in- 
clusive, which will be made to com- 
prise all items in any way interesting 
to our readers, arranged alphabetically, 
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PROSPECTS OF CHILEAN NI- 
TRATE. 


An editorial article appeared in the 
Reporter of November 22 last, in which 
the nitrate situation was reviewed. An 
analysis of the conditions of the mar- 
ket, as we then found them, was not 
too promising from a producer’s stand- 
point; but that the facts as stated and 
the conclusions drawn therefrom were 
correct has been proven by a letter 
from our Washington correspondent, of 
January 28, which is published else- 
where in this issue, and which con- 
tains news of the appointment of a 
National Commission in Chile to inves- 
tigate the serious problems that have 
arisen in regard to the nitrate industry 
in that country. 

It will be remembered that the 
Chilian syndicate which controlled the 
nitrate business had dissolved, as we 
said, just prior to the close of the 
spring season, and the natural infer- 
ence at the time was that the market, 
relieved of the discipline, as to out- 
turn and price, would suffer from over- 
production and depleted values; and 
those who took those very natural 
views have not been disappointed. Our 
article of November 22 was a story of 
a dull and weakening market, dating 
from the dissolution of the syndicate. 
Prices had fallen from $2.25@2.30 in 
June to $2.0744, and they have not since 
recovered. In fact, from present ap- 
pearances, there does not seem much 
likelihood that there will be any ma- 
terial betterment in the near future un- 
less the Chilian Commission is able in 
some way or other to bring order out of 
chaos and so restore the equilibrium of 
the industry at its primary source. 
Stocks at American ports on January 
1 were 14,000 tons, as compared with 
9,140 tons on the same date a year pre- 
vious. The arrivals up to next April 
are estimated at 100,000 tons, as com- 
pared with 83,000 tons during the cor- 
responding period of 1909, making the 
visible supply in the first instance 
114,000 tons, as against only 92,000 tons 
in the latter year. The New York 
stocks on January 1 were given as 4,000 
tons, compared with 2,000 tons the pre- 
vious year. The figures show the 
pressure on the market, which has also 
suffered from the usual depression due 
to the universal tendency of American 
buyers to hold off in a decline in hopes 
of getting in at the bottom. 

It was intimated last fall, however, 
that the producers were alive to the 
situation, and that they would not be 
reckless in the matter of output nor 
bend too deeply in price under the 
strain of competition. From present 
accounts, however, the industry is 
really in ‘bad shape” and with no 
prospect of any immediate relief, In 
Chile the price is quoted at $1.60 -United 
States gold per quintal, as against $2.13 
in 1907. It is also reported that competi- 
tion has been so keen among the rival 
interests that many of the works have 
been ultimately obliged to close, owing 
to, the impossibility of producing ni- 
trate without loss at current prices. 
There evidently has been no concerted 
action on the part of the operators; 
things have been at sixes and sevens, 
and a state of affairs has existed 
which called for government interven- 
tion to save the industry. 

To this end the President of Chile 
has instituted a commission composed 
of mining experts, government officials 
and others to report on the best means 
possible to reduce the cost of produc- 


tion, to organize.a selling agency and 
to generally promote the sale of 
nitrate. It may not be improbable 
therefore that a radical change for the 
better may be inaugurated, that is, of 
course, speaking from the viewpoint of 
the Chilian producers. 
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WHOLESALERS AT THE PHARM- 
ACOPEIAL CONVENTION. 


When the Food and Drugs act went 
into effect three years ago and im- 
porters and manufacturers realized 
that their crude drugs and galenicals 
must come up to the standards fixed 
by the Pharmacopoeia, regardless of na- 
and trade customs, it became nec- 
essary for these importers and manu- 
facturers to secure changes in the 
Pharmacopeia which would enable 
them to continue in business without 
violating the law. When the proper 
representations were made to those 
who had charge of preparing the text 
the Pharmacope@ia there was little 
difficulty in securing certain changes. 
Among the more important of these, it 
will be recalled, were reductions in the 
percentage of certain alkaloids re- 
quired in belladonna (leaf and root), 
colchicum, ipecac and stramonium, and 
corresponding reductions in the alka- 
loidal content of their fluidextracts and 
tinctures. The Pharmacopcia-makers 
expressed pleasure at having the co- 
operation of the importers and manu- 
facturers, and said they had often 
sought it before, but ineffectually. 
The importers and manufacturers, on 
their part, found that the Pharma- 
copc@ia-makers were not a lot of high- 
bound theorists, but were men who, 
while willing to make any reasonable 
concession, drew the line at letting 
down the bars for the admission to 
this country of drugs which the Euro- 
peans refused to accept. In some in- 
stances, it was found, the reason the 
highest-grade drugs were not offered 
for import into this country was that 
America was reserved by the foreign 
shippers as a dumping place for goods 
which could not be marketed else- 
where. When this latter condition was 
understood the Committee of Revision 
of the Pharmacopeia held out for high 
standards, with the result that better 
drugs began to find their way to the 
ports of this country. 

All this goes to show 
tance to the manufacturer 
representation of their interests in the 
United States Pharmacopeial Con- 
vention and on its committee of re- 
Vision. Unfortunately their organiza- 
tion, the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association, is not now, under the con- 
stitution the pharmacopeeial con- 
vention, entitled to representation in 
that body, but as many wholesale drug- 
manufacturers and importers 
of societies and associa- 
tions which are entitled to such repre- 
sentation, the convention will not be 
deprived of the aid and advice of these 
branches of the trade, and representa- 
tives of these branches of the trade 
will not have to attend the convention 
outsiders, but as duly accredited 
members thereof. This is well for the 
Pharmacopeia and well for the trade. 

While all the delegates to the con- 
vention to meet at Washington, May 
10 next, have not yet been appointed 
by the various organizations which 
they are to represent, and while the 
names of such delegates as have been 
appointed have not yet been published, 
we have learned of the appointment as 
delegates of such leading men in the 
wholesale, manufacturing and import- 
ing branches of the trade as W. A. 
Hover, of Denver; Albert Plaut, of New 
York; Dr. A. R. L. Dohme, of Balti- 
more; Dr. George D. Rosengarten, of 
Philadelphia; E. 8S. Everett, of Port- 
land, Me., and Charles B. Whittlesey, 
of New Haven. Thomas F. Main, of 
New York, is an alternate in the dele- 
gation of the College of Pharmacy of 
the City of New York, and so may 
become a delegate. Such a consumma- 
tion would be most gratifying, as Mr. 
Main has been more alive to the needs 
of the Pharmacopeeia than perhaps any 
other man in the trade, and his clear 
head, forceful speech and frank man- 
would be of inestimable benefit to 
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estimated that from Canada and Mex- 
ico about one-third of the arsenic now 
consumed in this country is obtained. 

A third and most serious competitor 
are the smelting industries of the West, 
who have been forced into the arsenic 
business against their will. The 
smelters of arsenical ores had been in 
the habit of allowing the fumes from 
their furnaces to escape from the chim- 
neys and lose themselves in the atmos- 
phere. It was found, however, that 
the poisonous vapors had a deleterious 
effect upon vegetation and that large 
tracts of lan@ in the vic#iity of the 
smelters were in this way rendered 
useless for agricultural purposes, Then 
a law was passed compelling the re- 
tention of these destructive fumes. The 
process of condensation yielded liberal 
quantities of crude arsenic, which, 
within the last two have be- 
come a prominent factor meeting 
home market requirements. With the 
smelters the production of arsenic has 
been considered in the light of a nui- 
sance, and they affirm that they would 
much prefer returning to old condi- 
tions and allow the arsenic bearing 
fumes to go to waste. Under these cir- 
cumstances it may readily be under- 
stood that no effort has been made to 
market the output of these smelters to 
material advantage. So long as they 
came out whole they were apparently 
satisfied, and they might have been 
in a position to cut considerably below 
the terms offered by the regular 
miners, but for the of refining 
which, at the smelters, materially 
higher than it at the This 
increased expense serves, large 
measure, to equalize the conditions un- 
der which the supply bv 
the two respective sources. 

Another feature of the arsenic 
ket at present, and one wnich promises 
to be permanent, is the entire absence 
of speculative trading. Naturally 
when the price of a staple falls to a 
level close to its producing cost, there 
is no incentive to ‘‘take a flyer” un- 
less prospects undeniably point to a 
possible radical recovery, which in this 
case they do not. And then again, 
there are now too many producing in- 
fluences to be dealt with. In the older 
days, when arsenic came from a few 
sources in Europe, it was not so diffi- 
cult for the importers to come to an 
understanding as to prices, But now 
that the product springs from numer- 
ous and widely scattered sources price 
manipulation becomes too gigantic a 
task to be worth while. Hence arsenic 
is selling strictly under the rule of sup- 
ply and demand, which has set its value 
to-day at two and seven-eighths cents 
per pound, and which has permitted of 
a fluctuation of between this figure and 
three and one-eighth cents since Jan- 
uary, 1909.

The possibilities of the use of the sap 
of the Euphorbia grandidens, which 
grows abundantly in Mozambique, is 
the subject of a scientific newspaper 
discussion forwarded by Consul George 
A. Chamberlain, of Lourenco Mar- 
quez. Euphorbia sap is an irritant 
poison, but the gum from it “has an 
intense adhesive power, especially 
toward metals,’”’ and may be of inter- 
est to paint manufacturers. 


The Little Rock Board of Trade, 
Messrs. H. L. Remmel, president, and 
George R. Brown, secretary, has adopt- 
ed a resolution calling upon the na- 
tional Congress to enact legislation 
looking to a repeal or modification of 
the oleomargarine law, so that there 
may be increased manufacture and con- 
sumption of oleomargarine. The reso- 
lution asserts that the present law has 
enabled the dairy interests to exact 
high price for butter through the par- 
tial suppression of the manufacturers 
of oleomargarine. 


A late issue of the bulletin of the 
Bremen Chamber of Commerce states 
that the use of the soya bean in Ger- 
many as an oil for soapmaking, which 
would be profitable in conjunction with 
the production of oileake for cattle, is 
rendered impossible at present by the 
high import duty imposed on the prod- 
uct. For this reason, as also in view 
of the fact that the English crushers 
are able to ship soya bean cake to Ger- 
many free of duty, the chamber has 
supported a memorial to have the soya 
bean placed on the free list. 

F. Shelford, an English engineer, has 
discovered large deposits of soda at 
Lake Magadi, which is the terminal 
point of the projected railroad of the 
Uganda Railway, Central Africa. It is 
generally thought that the deposits ure 
of commercial value, for the East Afri- 
ean Syndicate has already granted a 
concession to M. Samuel & Company to 
work the beds. Mr. Shelford describes 
the lake as follows:—“From the sur- 
rounding mountains the lake, which is 
ten miles long by two or three miles in 
breadth, looks like an ordinary sheet 
of water of somewhat reddish hue. 
On reaching the shores, however, we 
found that the water was only a few 
inches deep, and covered a hard surface 
lcoking exactly like pink marble, There 
is an immense deposit of soda, which 
was bored and found to extend to a 
considerable depth, thus indicating an 
area of at least twenty square miles of 
solid soda. The heat upon the soda 
lake was very great.”

1 desire to speak about paint chemists. 
Undoubtedly no other branch of the 
chemical! industries is so loaded with pre- 
tentious ignoramuses as the paint world. 
Why! Because Manufacturers are sO 
easily taken in by a smooth tongue and 
an oily disposition, paying but little at- 
tention to the applicant’s education; and 
also because too many traveling men pose 
as paint chemists by giving lectures be- 
fore master painters’ conventions, ete. I 
know of two cases where the chemists 
spent four months at a university ‘when 
they were kicked out; and ever afterward 
they claimed to be alumni of this uni- 
versity By joining the section of the 
American Chemical Society in a middle- 
sized Western town they soon acquired, 
in the eyes of their employer, a profes- 
sional vepulation, and even aspired to the 
elective officers of the section, In view of 
the fact that many universities give de- 
grees under the most shallow pretenses, 
there seems but one way open to remedy 
this evil of fake paint chemists, and that 
is by requiring all chemists to pass the 
civil service examinations given by the 
United States Civil Service Commission. 

We require physicians and pharmacists 
to pass professional examinations, yea, 
even undertakers and barbers. Yet any 
ignoramus can claim to be a chemist, and 
there is no guarantee that he is truthful 
in his claims. How many thousand dol- 
lars the paint manufacturers have sunk 
in take chemists can only be a conjec- 
ture, but it is evidently a case for the 
Paint Manufacturers’ Association to take 
up.

States Civil Service Exami- 
nation requires graduates from a _ reput- 
able university, to take a certain number 
of courses in chemistry; it rates the can- 
didate’s experience—theoretical and prac- 
tical—and gives a practical written exami- 
nation Which must be passed with at least 
“Jnr cent. correct answers. 

These examinations cost nothing at pres- 
ent. The Civil Service Commisision has 
Suggesied that a charge of $ be made 
ior all their examinations—an excellent 
Suggesltion—at any rate let us get rid of 
fake chemists as well as fake polar ex- 
plorers.

Would Improve Chilean Nitrate 
Industry. 


COMMISSION APPOINTED TO 
WAYS AND MEANS FOR THE 
TLEMENT OF CONDITIONS. 
Washington, Jan. 28, 1910. 


The appointment of a National Commis- 

sion to make a thorough investigation in- 
to the problems surrounding the nitrate 
industry in Chile is reported to the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor by the 
United States Consul at Valparaiso. The 
industry is said to be in a depressed con- 
dition. Some prices and other extracts 
are furnished as follows: 

“The nitrate industry in Chile is still in very 
bad shape, with no prospect of any immediate 
relief. The price of nitrate is verv low, being 
only $1.60 United States gold per quintal, 
against $2.13 in 1907, when the industry was 
flourishing. The different interests are cutting 
prices until many of the works have shut down 
because they cannot produce nitrate at the 
present prices There has been no concerted 
action since the combine was dissolved last 
April, and the outlook is not brizht for this 
most important industry in Chile. This ques- 
tion is receiving rauch attention on the part 
of the national government, and the President 
of Chile has just published a decree consti- 
tuting a commission ecmposed of the director 
of the division of nitrate in the Treasury De- 
partment, the president of the Sociedad Na- 
cional de Mineria, the professor of nitrate 
subjects in the National University, the San- 
tiago delegate of the Nitrate Propaganda As- 
sociation, the Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, and five members, with a secretary, to 
be named by the President of Chile, which 
is to make a thorough study of the perplex- 
ing problems in the present unsatisfactory 
conditions of the nitrate business, ; 

“This commission is instructed to report to 
the Secretary of the Treasury on what means 
can best be employed to reduce the cost of 
production, on an organization for the sale of 
nitrate, on a systematic propaganda in the 
interest of an increased consumption of ni- 
trate, and on a definite plan for the system- 
atic location of claims in the nitrate fields. 
together with other matters that may present 
themselves. 

“For the first ten months of 1909 there was 
an increased exportation of 2,415,396 quintals 
of nitrate over the same period of 1908, but 
at a great loss in receipts, which has cut down 
the profits to very small margins in all cases 
where they have not been entirely wiped out 

‘A review of the Chilean nitrate trade by 
. British firm contains the following statis- 
ies :— 

“The world’s consumption for the past twelve 
months at 1,929,000 tons, zainst 1,732,000 
tons in 1908, highly satisfactory, showing, 
as it does, an increase of 11% per cent., or 
196,000 tons Of this quantity the European 
Continent accounts for 1,354,000 tons, against 
1 000, an increase of 6 per cent, An in- 
crease of 7% per cent. is also shown by the 
United Kingdom, the firures being 111,000 tons 
igainst 103,000. Consumption in the United 
States has not only recovered lost ground, but 
has heaten the previous best record of 355,000 
tons in 1906 by 12 per cent. The figures are 
298,000 tons, against 309,000, an increase of 
29 per cent. Other countries account for 66,- 
000 tons, against 45,000 tons, or an increase 
of 47 per cent. Production for the eéleven 
months ended November 30, at 41,106,660 
quintals, against 39.286,640. shows an increase 
of 1,870,000 quintals, or 84,700 tons. Ship-

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Henry M. Preston. 


Henry M. Preston, secretary of the 
National Lead and Oil Company, of 
Pennsylvania, died suddenly in the office 
of the Eagle Paint and Varnish Com- 
pany, Pittsburgh, Pa., Friday, January 21, 
1910, 

Mr. Preston was born in Pittsburgh, 
July 16, 1848. His father, the late Barclay 
Preston, was formerly prominent in Pitts- 
burgh affairs and was at one time presi- 
dent of the People’s National Bank of 
that city. The family is of English stock 
and was originally of the Quaker frater- 
nity, having settled in this country in 
the 17th century, at the time William 
Penn came over to found a colony. : 

Mr. Preston received his early education 
in the public schools of Pittsburgh, later 
attending the preparatory department of 
Oberlin College, and graduating from the 
Western University of Pennsylvania, 
Pittsburgh in 1869. 

The deceased gentleman entered the 
employ of Davis, Chambers & Co., white 
lead manufacturers, Pittsburgh, which 
firm later became the Davis, Chambers 
Lead Company, Inc. The latter concern 
was afterward absorbed by the National 
Lead and Oil Company, of Pennsylvania, 
in 1892, 

Mr. Preston, succeeded Gerard Smith as 
secretary of this company and had oc- 
cupied the office for several years previ- 
ous to his death. He was held in great 
esteem by and was very popular with the 
general trade. 

He was a member of the University Club 
of Pittsburgh, also of the Pittsburgh 
Paint, Oi] and Varnish Club and of the 
Master Painters’ Association of Pennsyl- 
vania, being a member of its Executive 
Committee.

Whereas, This club on November 23 adopt- 
ed resolutions condemning the extension of 
domestic parcels post service, and especially 
protesting against the Bennett bill, and re- 
quested the president of the National Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Association, in accordance 
with article 17 of the by-laws of that associa- 
tion, of which this club is a member, to order 
a ballot by postal vote upon the motion ‘‘to 
rescind’’ that association’s recent endorsement 
of the Bennett bill and of parcels post; and 

Whereas, No recognition has been given to 
this formal request for such postal ballot on 
the motion ‘‘to rescind’’ by the president of 
the National Association, nor, so far as we 
can learn, to the similar requests stated in the 
resolutions of other clubs which are members 
of the association, but in spite of the public 
protest of this club, through its Board of Di- 
rectors, a misleading and unparliamentary bal- 
lot was ordered ‘‘to sustain’’ the association's 
endorsement of parcels post and the Bennett 
bill, and both the president and the secre- 
tary of the National Association, in personal 
letters to members and through the public 
prints, notified members that the president 
had prepared that férm of ballot; and 

Whereas, The result of that misleading bal- 
lot is announced as evidence that the National 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Association favors the 
extension of the parcels post and particularly 
the Bennett bill, now being opposed in Wash- 
ington city by retail dealers of paints, hard- 
ware, drugs and general merchants, whose 
co-operation the entire paint trade desires in 
opposing paint formula legislation now pend- 
ing; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the St. Louis Paint, Oil and 
Drug Club, in justice to its self-respect, to the 
business interests of its members, and to the 
retail dealers whose support and co-operation 
is desired, cannot continue to affiliate or co- 
operate with the National Paint, Oil and Var- 
nish Association on its present attitude, and 
that of its president and secrecary, toward this 
vital trade question, and that therefore this 
club hereby resigns from, and withdraws all 
connection with, the National Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association; be it further 
Resolved, That this club extends to the whole 
trade, and especially to all the remaining mem-

Dr. and Mrs. Iokichi Takamine _ last 
Friday evening, at their home on River- 
side Drive, entertained a _ distinguished 
fellow countryman of the Doctor in the 
person of Baron Dairoku Kikuchi, of 
Japan, president of the Imperial Univer- 
sity of Kyoto, and of the Imperial Acad- 
emv. To meet the baron were invited a 
number of well-known residents of New 
York and its vicinity, among whom were 
several representatives of the drug and 
chemical industries of the United States, 
of which Dr. Takamine himself is so 
prominent a member. 

It goes without saying that with such a 
host and hostess, and with such charm- 
ing Oriental surroundings to lend color to 
the entertainment, a most delightful eve- 
ning was spent. 

The guest of the evening, who is not a 
stranger to Americans, being a man of 
wide reputation and large personal ac- 
quaintance, is one of Japan’s most dis- 
tinguished scholars. One, in fact, who 
has done more for the upbuilding of Jap- 
anese education than any other of his 


time. 

Baron Kikuchi, who was raised to the 
peerage in 1%2, and who holds junior 
third rank and second class of the orders 
of the Rising Sun and of the Sacred 
Treasure, came to this country at the in- 
vitation of the Civic Forum to deliver a

lecture on ‘‘The New Japan: Its Intellec- 
tual and Moral Development.” This lec- 
ture will be neld next ‘Tuesday, February 
1, in Carnegie Hall, and Justice David 
Brewer, of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, wiil rreside. 

The Earon has already addressed the 
Leland-Sanford University and will de- 
liver similar addresses at the leading cen- 
ters of learning in the East and West 
before leaving for home next April, via 
Vancouver, His mission, he explained, 
was to acquaint Americans with the real 
personality of his people, so that we may 
learn to Know them more intimately and 
to appreciate them better.

Dr. Murray, it 
should be remembered, was _ in 1876 made 
Superintendent of Public Education in 
Tokio and is considered by Japan as the 
father of her public school system, Dur- 
ing his lifetime he was highly honored 
by the Japanese, and taking advantage 
of the circumstance of Baron Kikuchi’s 
visit, the Imperial Academy of Tokio 
passed resolutions of respect to his mem- 
ory, which will be read at his grave and 
then presented to his widow. 

Baron Kikuchi was born in 1855 and edu- 
eated at Yedo, now Tokyo, the University 
Coliege School, London, 1867-8 and 1871-3, 
and St. John’s College, Cambridge, Eng- 
land, where he graduated Wrangler 
Mathematical Tripos in 1877. In 1884 he 
was a delegate to the International 
Prime Meridian and Universal Time Con- 
gress held that year in Washington. 
Since then he has served his country 
as professor of mathematics, and as 
president of the University of Tokyo, as 
Minister of Education, as president of 
the Imperial Academy, Tokyo, and as a 
member of the Earthquake Investigation 
Committee. He is the author of several 
works on mathematics and scientific mat- 
lers, and as late as 197 delivered a series 
of lectures in the University of London, 
the substance of which has been pub- 
lished under the title, ‘‘Japanese Educa- 


tion.”’ “

Annual Dinner and Meeting of 
Philadelphia Drug Exchange. 


Philadeiphia, Jan, 28, 1910. 


With few exceptions, every manufactur- 
ing and wholesale house supplying the 
drug and chemical trade in this section 
was represented last evening at the forty- 
ninth annual dinner of the Philadelphia 
Drug Exchange. It was held at the Hotel 
Walton. In many instances the represen- 
tation from larger houses was sufficient 
for a separate table to be assigned to indi- 
vidual concerns. The officers and mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors, with the 
invited guests, occupied the main table, 
extending the length of the dining hail, 
while the other members were seated at 
the score of tables scattered about the 
spacious room, 

The Committee of Arrangements depart- 
ed from the rule of the past in its selec- 
tion of speakers, and there was practically 
no “shop talk,’’ with the exception of a 
casual or humorous reference to the drug- 
gist by some of the speakers. The new 
president of the exchange, John Fergus- 
son, made an admirable toastmaster and 
handled the rather difficult duties with the 
ease of a veteran. A beautiful feature of 
the occasion ‘was Mr. Fergusson’s touch- 
ing reference to the loss sustained by the 
members in the death of Mahlon N. Kline. 
At nis sugestion, the assemblage rose and 
stood while a male quartet sang ‘‘Peace 
to the Dead.”’ 

The first speaker, the Rev. Dr. Joseph 
Krauskopf, referred in a humorous vein 
to the awe with which from boyhood days 
he had always regarded the druggist and 
his shop. He then discussed in masterly 
fashion the elevating influence of com- 
merce and trade and what its success 
meant to civilization, society and ‘the 
public good. 

Dr. Francis H. Green outlined a ‘‘health 
prescription,’’ advising his hearers to eat 
wisely, sleep well, keep clean, be busy and 
cheer up. Throughout he kept the party 
convulsed with laughter at his anecdotes, 
stories and puns, 

The Rev. Arthur Philips delivered a 
masterly address upon Socialism, what it 
would mean to the individual and particu- 
larly the business man, and its progress. 

The last speaker, Prof C. P. Cochran, 
State chemist, referred briefly to early 
conditions that had resulted in the pass- 
ing of legislation, at first calculated to 
benefit certain manufacturers and deal- 
ers, but more recently of a character de- 
signed to meet the public need. He de- 
clared that he was not in sympathy with 
strict oleomargarine laws as he thought 
this product should be put upon the mar- 
ket for what it was. He declared that 
there was a place for it and it should be 
recognized. The food products of Penn- 
Sylvania, he said, were more nearly what 
they should be at the present time than 
ever before. 

The banquet came to a close when 
President Fergusson called upon his friends 
to rise and sing ‘“‘Auld Lang Syne.’’ Led 
by an orchestra and the quartet, the mem- 
bers’ well-known air was given with vig- 
or. The entire affair reflected the excel- 
lent management and the master hand of 
Walter V. Smith, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Arrangements. 

The annual meeting of the exchange was 
held at the Bourse on the preceding 
Tuesday and was largely attended. Out- 
side of the routine business, the principal 
feature was the introduction of a resolu- 
tion, indorsing the parcels post. There 
was some discussion, principally by John 
Fergusson and Clayton F. Shoemaker, but 
when put to a vote the resolution was de- 
feated. As usual the annual report of Mr. 
Shoemaker was presented in printed form 
and adopted. Comprising, as it did, con- 
ditions relating to the drug trade for the 
past year, its conclusions, predictions and 
concise statements of facts as to exist- 
ing conditions ‘were listened to with rapt 
attention by his colleagues. 

A vote of thanks was extended to Dr. 
A. W. Miller, the retiring president, who 


had filled that office for two consecutive 
terms with commendable efficiency. The 
membership of the body was reported tu 
be seventy-five firms and its affairs were 
shown to be in excellent shape.

Whereas, This condition is forcing all of the 
rosin into the hands of middle men and dealers 
in bulk at arbitrary prices, to be by said 
dealers distributed to the consumers by ‘grades 
at arbitrary profits, in which the producers 
and consumers do not fairly participate; now 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, by the Executive Committee of the 
Turpentine Operators’ Association, that the 
factorage companies, the selling agents of the 
producers, be earnestly requested by each of 
their respective customers and by this corh- 
mittee to market rosins nereafter by grades 
and not by entire lines; it being the sense of 
this committee that the adoption of such pol- 
icy will bring the producers and the consum- 
ers, through the factorage companies, into di- 
rect dealing with each other to the mutual 
profit cf both the producers and the consumers; 
be it further 

Resolved, That a copy of this resolution be 
furnished to each of the factorage companies, 
to each member of this association, and a copy 
published in each trades journal of the naval 
stores industry.

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Alum in Baking Powder. 


DECISION AGAINST GROCER AFFECTS 
MANUFACTURERS. 


Philadelphia, Jan. 27, 1910. 


The Pennsylvania Dairy and Food Di- 
vision on January 22 won the first legal 
conflict over the alum clause of the pure 
food act of 1909, the jury in the case of 
Myer Gross, a Harrisburg grocer, accused 
of selling baking powder containing alum, 
bringing in a verdict of guilty. The de- 
fense set up that sodium aluminic sul- 
phate, which is the substance used in the 
baking powder in question, is not alum 
within the meaning of the act. It also 
attacked the constitutionality of the act. 
Judge Allison O. Smith, of Clearfield, who 
was specially presiding, gave positive in- 
structions to the jury on both these 
points, saying that the act is constitu- 
tional, and that sodium aluminic sulphate 
is alum. The only question for the jury 
was whether the samples contained this 
substance, and as this was not denied by 
the defense, a verdict of guilty was quick- 
ly rendered, 

The case had been on trial for four 
days and chemists were called to testify 
in behalf of the State and in favor of 
Gross, whose defense was managed by 
baking powder manufacturers. A motion 
has been made for a new trial and it is 
said that the test will be carried to the 
United States courts. The trial of the 
case took place in the Dauphin County 
(Pa.) court. Throughout the’ sessions 
there was a large representation from 
manufacturing, wholesale and retail in- 
terests in attendance. Dr. Harvey W. 
Wiley, of the Bureau of Chemistry of the 
Federal Government, it was expected 
would be a witness, and he was in Har- 
risburg previous to the hearing of the 
case, arranging to testify. Subsequently 
a letter was received from him, announc- 
ing that Secretary of Agriculture Wilson 
had withdrawn his permission for him to 
go to Harrisburg.

NEW MEASURE DRAFTED BY INTERIOR 
DEPARTMENT FOR CONSERVATION 
OF NATURAL RESOURCES. 

Washington, Jan, 21, 1910., 


The Interior Department, in pursuance 
of the administration's policy to conserve 
the natural resources of the country, has 
drafted a new and more comprehensive 
bill “to authorize the disposal of phos- 
phate, oil, asphaltum, or natural gas,’”’ 
found on the public domain than the 
measure presented by Senator Nelson last 
week, heretofore described in the Report- 
er. After considering the original bill, 
which was also drawn in the Interior De- 
partment, the government experts con- 
cluded chat it could be greatly improved 
upon, and therefore they have framed a 
new bill, which, in view of the fact that 
it is backed by the entire influence of the 
administration, promises to become a law 
at the present session. Senator Nelson 
has readily accepted the substitute, which 
he deciares he will push with all possible 
energy. 

The bill provides, among other things, 
for a rental of not less than 10 cents per 
acre, but not less than $10 in any case, 
for exclusive rights not exceeding two 
years, to prospect for phosphate, oil, as- 
phaltum or natural gas. The areas are 
not to exceed 1,28) acres in the case of 
phosphate, or 640 acres in tye case of oil 
or gas. Leases are limited to 640 acres 
of phosphates and 320 acres of oil and gas 
lands, 

The first period of any lease is not to 
exceed thirty years for phosphate and ten 
years for oi] and gas. Royalties are pro- 
vided not to exceed 10 per cent. in case of 
phosphate and 15 per cent. in case of 
oil or gas, and a rental of 50 cents per 
acre in the case of oil or gas, for the first 
year and $1 per acre afterward. The rent- 
al for phosphate lands is set at 10 cents 
per acre for the first vear and 25 cents 
additional each succeeding year until] the 
rental amounts to $1 per year. 

Leases may not be transferred without 
permission of the Interior Department, 
and any lease may be terminated if the 
terms are not complied with. 

Maximum prices are to be fixed by the 
terms of the lease at which the lessee 
may charge the public for the phosphate 
and oil. No phosphate produced under a 
lease may be exported,

Minneapolis. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Jan, 26, 1910. 
market at Minneapolis 
nas gone through another exciting week. 
The market was full of thrills and un- 
looked for developments. ‘Traders have 
about given up ‘trying to fathom the sit- 
uation and are simply following the mar- 
ket in its windings in and out. It is im- 
possible to forecast from day to day what 
the market will do. After almost a 
whole week's liquidation, the market 
firmed up a little on Thursday, and up 
to Saiurday showed a steady gain, ad- 
vancing l4c. Monday there was a reac- 
tion and a decline of 64c., Tuesday a fur- 
ther decline of 6%4c., and to-day an ad- 
vance of bc. 

Receipts at Minneapolis have been run- 
ning rather heavy and show a fair gain 
over 19. This increase is probably due to 
the arrival of seed that has been held up 
in trausit owing to the strike. Much of 
it, however, consists of deliveries on old 
sales to arrive and iwhich do not appear 
on the market for sale. Actual offerings 
for sale are light as shown by the daily 
trades in cash seed. Local crushers, of 
course, take what is offered, but the bulk 
of their trading is confined to purchases 
of seed to arrive. Some crushers are 
credited with being long fairly heavy 
loads of May seed, and whenever they 
can secure cash seed and are unable to 
sel] oil against it immediatley, they offer 
a proportionate quantity of their May 
holdings for sale and, in this way, pro- 
tect themselves against a decline. ‘This 
has been their policy for some time, owing 
to the rapid changes in the market. 

Cash seed in Minneapolis is still selling 
at a premium of Ic. over Duluth spot and 
May. Most of the day’s trading was done 
before the break in prices Monday. A\l- 
though the market closed Monday at 
$2.17 one car of cash seed sold that day 
at $2.23%. Sales to arrive ranged between 
$2.19 and $2.24%. On Thursday conditions 
were reversed. Cash seed on that day 
sold at $2.09 and to arrive as low as $2.03, 
although at the close the market was 
posted at $2.14%. 

The congestion in the railroad yards at 
Minneapolis and along the lines running 
into this city is still tying up a consid- 
erable quantity of seed. One crusher re- 
ports that some seed that arrived in the 
city along about December 1 is stil] tucked 
away on some unknown siding and has 
not yet been delivered. Aside from the 
inconvenience it causes the crusher, it 
means the loss of a considerable sum of 
money in the way of interest. With seed 
selling around $2.25 per bushel, a car of 
1,000 bushels represents a money invest- 
iment of $2,250. The value of some cars 
run from this up to about $4,000, 

Receipts of seed for the crop year at 
Minneapolis have been heavier, compara- 
tively, than at Duluth or Chicago. Re- 
ceipts here have been only about 
bushels less than 1908-9, whereas at Duluth 
they have fallen off about 2.900,000 bushels 
and at Chicago about 673,000. Stocks in 
publie elevators at 
about 14,000 bushels 
holding up very we y are about 
104,000 bushels smaller at this time 
last year. At Duluth, on the other hand, 
stocks are only about 225,000 bushels, or 
less than one-third what they were a 
year ago. Of these stocks at Duluth it is 
reported that practically every bushel has 
already been sold to Minneapolis and 
Eastern crushers, leaving none of it avail- 
able for delivery on May deals. Receipts 
at Duluth are running very light, and un- 
less conditions change soon stocks there 
at the opening of navigation on the lakes 
will be unprecedentedly light, 

Reports from Duluth credit part of the 
weakness in prices last week to selling 
by country holders who were unable to 
get their seed to market in time to se- 
cure the high prices prevailing a few 
weeks ago. While this is probably true. 
it is not believed there is much seed 
in store in country elevators unsold. 
There are no figures obtainable showing 
how ‘much seed interior elevators are 
carrying, but those at the terminals sav 
the quantity is light, as seed has been 
forwarded to market just as quickly as 
delivered, on account of the extremely 
high prices that have ruled steadily now 
for two months past. There is a lot of 
seed delayed in transit because of car 
congestion. After seeding has been fin- 
ished in the spring, whatever is left over 
will be released and marketed, Aside 
from this small supply it is not believed 
that there is much more seed in the 
country that the crushers can count on 
to run them through the remainder of 
this crop year. 

At Duluth Thursday the range in prices 
was 8c. for the day. May opened at 
$2.02, sold down to $2.01%. but a discon- 
tinuance of selling orders from. the 
country and a sharp upturn in Argentine 
cables sent prices to $2.14. The trading 
was light and practically all in the 
options, no cash sales being reported. 
On Friday, the additional strength in 
foreign cables was reflected in a further 
advance at Duluth, Lack of offerings 
from the country was also a_ factor. 
Prices advanced 4%c., and were strong 
at the close. Two cars of cash seed sold 
at $2.19. On Saturday crushers were re- 
ported to have bought freely of the op- 
tions. Foreign cables showed additional 
strength, and May seed at Duluth ad- 
vanced 4%4c. The market closed at $2.23, 
although it had reached $2.23% during the 
day. That made a range of 22c. in May 
seed for the three days. 

Monday there was a reaction. 
nental cables were 1\%c. lower at the 
opening. Whether on account of the 
weaker feeling abroad or through lack 
of demand for oil, crushers were out of 
the market and this lack of support had 
a depressing effect on prices.

LINSEED OIL. 


The linseed oil market is 
not exceptional, however, and is not 
wholly due to the rapid fluctuation in 
prices. January is usually a dull month 
and crushers do not look for much new 
business. Eastern paint grinders and 
other manufacturers who use oil have 
stuff bought which is now being deliv- 
ered. Until the spring consumptive de- 
mand begins to develop there is not much 
.ikelihood of a big demand for oil. 

With the seed market jumping back and 
forth like it has during the past week or 
two, crushers are at a loss to know what 
to ask for oil. At times during the week 
seed prices warranted a change of 1 to 8c. 
per gallon in oil in one day. Quotations 
received now are nominal and only in 
part represent the market on the day 
they are received. When a crusher is 
asked for prices, he makes them subject 
to changes in seed. To-day (January 26) 
raw oil is quoted at 72 to 74c. per gallon, 
f. o. b, Minneapolis, in car lots. 

Minenapolis oil mills are fairly well 
fixed for orders and are now working 
largely on old sales. Their supplies of 
seed are not believed to be large, but they 
are receiving enough daily to keep them 
in operation part time, Daily shipments of 
oil are holding up well, despite the fact 
that the railroads are in a very congested 
condition. Some oil mills are meeting with 
considerable difficulty in securing cars, 
while others say that conditions in this 
respect show an improvement over two 
or three weeks ago. Tank cars, however, 
are scarce and if the mills could secure 
more of them, shipments from here would 
increase materially.

LINSEED OIL CAKE 

The export demand for 
continues very brisk. Minneapolis oil 
mills, however, have little cake to offer 
for prompt or nearby shipment and are 
not in a position to offer much cake for 
forward delivery. Consequently, the vol- 
ume of new business being done is not 
large. Importers are bidding as high as 
$33 per ton f. o. b. Minneapolis for prompt 
or February-March shipment, for April 
und $31 for May-August. Crushers say 
they are now asking $33.50 for cake for 
prompt shipment, and this is a little 
above importers’ ideas of value. How- 
ever, the oil mills can dispose of their 
by-product in the shape of meal in domes- 
tic markets at $34.50 per ton, and they are 
therefore not willing to shade quotations 
on cake for export any. The domestic de- 
mand for meal is fully up to normal for 
this season of the year, and crushers are 
doing a good current business in this 
product. Buyers are taking mea] freely 
at the advance. The weakening in mill 
feed prices may have the effect of curtail- 
ing the demand for oil meal. At present 
prices are very firm. 

Advices from the Continent 
stocks of linseed oil cake are at a low ebb, 
with arrivals just about sufficient to 
meet requirements. There is no oppor- 
tunity for stocks to accumulate at pres- 
ent and, until arrivals of Argentine and 
other foreign seed become free, there is 
not apt to be much of a decline in prices, 

Shipments of cake from Minneapolis for 
the week were 6,639,000 pounds, or 393,000 
less than a year ago.

Chicago, Jan, 26, 
flaxseed market locally was 
state of lethargy due to the fact 
there was practieally no receipts and 
no offerings on the board. Receivers of 
seed were the crushers who had bought 
the seed in the Northwest, and the price 
fluctuations here were brought about by 
the breaks in the Northwest, followed 
by subsequent advances, which were al- 
most as rapid in their upward movement 
as the original decline had been. It was 
a market utterly without feature from 
the trading standpoint, the traders here 
simply following the market in the 
Northwest. Crushers complained bitterly 
of their inability to secure seed. They 
declared that the situation, instead of 
getting better with the improved weather 
conditions, which should enable the rail- 
roads to move their stuff better, was 
even worse. There is not a crusher here 
who is not behind on his cake con- 
tracts, and some of the buyers already 
are beginning to make threats of suits 
to enforce the fulfilment of the contracts 
or to secure a measure of damages for 
the failure to perform. Thus far most 
of the buyers of cake have been patient 
realizing that conditions were abnormal 
and that crushers were making every ef- 
fort that could be expected to fill their 
contracts, but some of them have grown 
irritated with the long delays. At the 
same time the oil market is in bad shape, 
and crushers have some oil on _ their 
hands which they would be willing to 
sell at the market price. And in the 
meantime the game of manipulation goes 
on in the Northwest. Trading is so re- 
stricted, and in the hands of so few on 
the Duluth Board of Trade that a sale 
of a few thousand bushels of seed, or 
a bid for a similar number will force the 
market up or down with remarkable 
rapidity. There is much talk against the 
method of quoting seed in the Duluth 
market at this time of the year. Hither- 
to the method has not been criticised to 
any great extent because it did not affect 
anyone, but now the trade is beginning 
to see just how ridiculous the running 
of seed up or down, in the official quota- 
tions, without actual trade to sustain the 
quotations is. But the board there goes 
serenely on, making prices that are sub- 
ject to violent fluctuations at the vill

LINSEED OIL. 

The market has taken on an aspect of 
dullness which the trade cannot account 
for on any other basis than that the buy- 
ers have been affected with the Duluth 
germ of fiuctuating values and, having 
fallen a victim to the ravages of this 
small monster, they do not feel like taking 
hold of the oil with the certainty staring 
them in the face that seed prices will 
change the next minute, and thus place 
the crushers in the position of trying to 
follow the seed market in the price of 
their oil. It is true that most of the local 
crushers have come to disregard the quo- 
tations on seed. They insist that they 
mean practically nothing. They say that 
it would not have been so bad to see seed 
at $2, but that when it got above that 
figure it was the result of manipulation 
by the few who now appear to have the 
market under more or less control. If the 
buyers of linseed oil were to take the po- 
sition that the crushers do, and simply 
ignore the Duluth fluctuations till the 
market settled to a steadier basis, be it 
higher or lower, it is most likely that 
they would lose much in the buying of oil 
now. But when a market will vary 10@ 
12c. in a single session it is only natural 
that certain carping individuals should 
sav it is being manipulated; and when this 
is done it is logical that the users of the 
product of the commodity that is being 
made the subject of speculation — should 
declare that the market is artificial and 
determine not to buy. It would seem that 
the paint grinders are actuated by about 
the same motive that -moved the meat 
consumer to declare a boycott. He knew 
that the price of meat was too high, and 
he took the only method he knew of to 
bring the price down. It may be said 
that the crushers are not primarily op- 
posed to a break in oil. In fact, they 
would welcome it if it would create busi- 
ness and the seed price would remain 
within reason. Only a few sales of oil 
were reported this week, the market clos- 
ing at 73c., at which figure the crushers 
are trying to hold it firm. 

LINSEED CAKE. 


There is absolutely no trading in lin- 
seed cake. Not for the reason that the 
buvers are not after it, but for the bet- 
ter one that there is none to be had, 
Crushers have no cake to offer either 
for spot or for futures, the supplies of 
flax actually bought by them or supposed 
to be in existence being so small as to 
preclude the possibility of their selling. 
In fact. there has arisen a condition in 
the trade which is almost unprecedented. 
This is that the crushers are not able to 
fill their old contracts. The inability to 
keep pace with their commitments has 
added many a gray hair to the head of 
the crusher within the past few. weeks, 
for it has been not only annoying but 
also threatening in its aspect, for buyers 
are beginning to grow restless and to 
demand that the cake be delivered more 
freely. That it will be cannot be pre- 
dicted, for crushers cannot buy the seed 
if it is not on the market to buy, and 
until the country loosens up a little more 
it is hard to tell when there will be any 
cake offered for sale. The market is 
nominally $34, Chicago. 

CORN OIL 


The market is steady at the prices pre- 
viously quoted. Demand is hardly as 
active as formerly, and the makers are 
not so hard pushed to provide a means 
for satisfying the demand, though the 
trade is still on a sound basis. In tanks 
the oil is quoted at $5.80, and in barrels 
at $6.25. This is Chicago basis. 

LARD OIL. 


Without there having

cottonseed oil, that are injuriously effect- 
ed by the present high tax rate on colored 
oleomargarine. Representative Burleson 
discussed this matter very fully before the 
committee and called attention to the loss 
which the United States Government has 
suffered through decreased revenues aris- 
ing under the oleomargarine tax and also 
to the undoubted effect upon the cotton- 
seed oil industry and beef products 
through shortened sales of oleomargarine. 

The issue between oleomargarine mcn 
and the dairymen practically centers 
around the question of reducing the tax on 
colored oleomargarine from ten cents to 
two cents, the amount which was carried 
in the old law. At one time it was sug- 
gested that an effort be made to effect 
the removal of tax on colored oleomarga- 
rine, but this suggestion has been aban- 
doned. At least it is not now pressed be- 
fore the Agricultural Committee by the 
representatives of oleomargarine inter- 
ests. 

The dairymen who are here consulting 
with Chairman Scott and other members of 
the Agricultural Committee concede that 
in the interest of fair play it might be 
desirable to permit the reduction in the 
tax upon colored oleomargarine, provid- 
ing the provisions of the law and the reg- 
ulations of the department thereunder are 
sO simpiified and made effective as to pre- 
vent absolutely the sale of oleomargarine 
as butter. In the opinion of Representa- 
tive Burleson, whose bill covers certain 
branches of this subject, and specifically 
with respect to the sale of oleomargarine 
in original packages, the suggestions 
emanating from the oleomargarine manu- 
facturers and dealers would meet all the 
objections that have been made by rep- 
resentatives of dairy interests, and should 
be satisfactory to them, 

The time of the Committee on Agricul- 
ture wil] be taken up for the present with 
the consideration of the Agricultura] Ap- 
propriation bill and beginning February 9 
the. committee will give hearings upon the 
anti-option bill. It is expected that when 
this hearing is completed the oleomarga- 
rine question will be given full sway be- 
fore the committee.

The Right of Way in Arkansas for 
Oil and Gas Pipe Lines.

TEXT OF PROPOSED 
Washington, Jan. 28, 1910. 


The House Committee on Public Lands 
has reported a complete substitute for the 
bill heretofore introduced by Representa- 
tive Cravens ‘‘to grant right of way over 
the public domain in the State of Arkan- 
sas for oil and gas pipe lines.’’ The sub- 
stitute bill will attract wide attention 
tor the reason that for the first time in 
Federal Legislation a forfeiture provision 
is added to be applied in the event of a 
transgression of the Sherman anti-trust 
law by parties securing rights of way 
under the proposed measure. The text 
of the substitute bill is as follows:— 


“Section 1. That a right-of-way through the 
public lands of the United States in the State 
of Arkansas is hereby granted, for pipe-line 
purposes to any citizen of the United States, 
or any company or corporation authorized by 
its charter to transport oil, crude or refined, 
or natural gas, which shall have filed or may 
hereafter file with the Secretary of the Interior 
a copy of its articles of incorporation, and due 
proofs of organization under the same, to the 
extent of the ground occupied by said pipe 
line, and ten feet on each side of the center 
line of same. 

“Sec, 2. That any citizen of the United 
States, company or corporation desiring to se- 
cure the benefits of this act shall within twelve 
months after the location of ten miles of the 
public line, if the same be upon surveyed land, 
and if the same be upon unsurveyed land 
within twelve months after the survey thereof 
by the United States, file with the register of 
the land office for the district where such land 
is located a map of its line, and upon the ap- 
proval thereof bythe Secretary of the In- 
terior the same shall be noted upon the plats 
in said office and thereafter all such land over 
which such right of way shall pass shall be 
disposed of subject to such right of way. 

‘Sec. 3. That nothing in this act shall 
authorize the use of such right of way except 
for the pipe line, and then only so far as 
may be necessary for its construction, main- 
tenance and care. 

“Sec. 4. That if any section of said pipe 
line shall not be ccmpleted within one year 
after the approval by the Secretary of the In- 
terior of said section, or if such pipe line or 
any section thereof shall be abandoned, or 
shall not be used for the transportation of 
oil or natural gas for a period of two years, 
the rights herein granted shall be forfeited 
and shall revert to the United States without 
further action or declaration, and the reserva- 
tion of such lands for the purposes of said 
right of way shall cease and become null and 
void without further action, 

“Sec. 6. That if any person or association 
of persons availing themselves of the benefits 
of this act, or any company or corporation 
availing itself of the benefits of this act, shall 
violate the act of July 8, 1890, ‘An act to pro- 
tect trade and commerce against unlawful re- 
straints and monopolies’ (commonly known as 
the Sherman anti-trust act) or any amend- 
ment thereof, all rights herein granted shall 
be forfeited and shall revert to the United 
States without further action or declaration 
on the part of the government, and the reser- 
vation of such land for the purvose of said 
right of way shall cease and become null and 
void without further action on the part of 


the government.” 
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In reporting this bill as a substitute 
for the Cravens’ measure the Committee 
on Fublic Lands says:— 


“It is proposed by this measure to grant a 
right of way over the public domain in the 
State of Arkansas for oil and gas pipe lines. 
[he measure is approved by the Secretary of 
the Interior, as appears from his letters hereto 
uttached and printed as a part of this report. 
The bill, as amended by the committee, is 
substantially in the form finally suggested by 
he Secretary of the Interior. The committee 
leemed it advisable, however, to provide that 
n the event of nonuse or abandonment for a 
period of two years of any section of the line, 
ull rights granted under the bill shall be tor- 
eited to the United States without further 
iction or declaration. A section is also added 
providing for forfeiture of the rights granted 
inder the bill in case of vioiation of the act 
f July 2, 1890, commonly known as the ‘Sher- 
nan anti-trust law.’ 

“The necessity for legislation of 
acter arises in part from the fact that it 
will provide increased facilities fr an ecutlet 
for the large surplus of oil in the Oklah.tna 
field, a line being contemp'ated by the Prairie 
Oil & Gas Company, large:y fer hat purpose, 
which will cross about seven 40-acre tracts of 
public land in Arkansas, The Secretary of the 
Interior first thought that the desired end 
could be attained by amending the act of 
May 21, 1896 (29 Stat., 129), granting richts 
of way over the public !and for pipe (tines 
in the States of Colorado and Wyoming, so as 
to extend the provisions of said act to the 
State of Arkansas. His attention, howeve’, 
was called to the fact that no provision is 
made in that statute for gas n'pe iines, which 
it was deemed by the commit*ce should be «m- 
braced in this legislation, lines of that char- 
acter being contemplated Furthermure, the 
committee thought it unnecessary io allew 
more than ten feet on each side of said line 
for a right of way, whereas the statute re- 
lating to Colorado and Wyoming authorized 25 
feet on each side of said line. Again, the 
statutes relating to Colorado and Wyoming 
authorized the taking of material for the con 
struction and maintenance of the said line 
from adjacent publie land. The committee 
deemed this provision likewise unnecessary in 
this legislation.’’ 

The early passage by the House of the 
substitute bill is confidently expected, and 
in view of the history of similar legisla- 
tion in the past it seems probable that the 
measure will be enacted into law at the 
present session,

NOW PENDING IN CONGRESS TO REG- 
ULATE THE MANUFACTURE 
AND SALE OF FUNGICIDES. 


Commenting on the biil known as H. R. 
2218, for preventing the manufacture, sale 
or transportation of adulterated or mis- 
branded fungicides, paris greens, lead ar- 
senates and other insecticides, and for 
regulating the traffic therein, Dr. Leon 
N. Adler, of the Adler Color and Chemical 
Works, New York, has to say:— 

For some time past the matter of enacting a 
Federal law for the regulation of the man- 
ufacture and sale of insecticides and fungicides 
has been agitated by government entomolo- 
gists, agricultural chemists and some manu- 
facturers, and a draft of a provosed bill fol- 
lowing along the lines of the pure food law 
was submitted to a conference held at New 
York June 18, 1908, and after further propa- 
ganda the proposed bill, in amended form, was 
again discussed at a meeting which took place 
November 18, 1909, in New York city. 

A careful perusal of the provisions of the 
proposed law by any one conversant with 
the conditions inherent in the manufacture on 
a large scale of commercial chemical products 
will create the conviction that the proposed bill 
has many, features which make it impractica- 
ble, and its enactment into a law a serious 
burden on commerce, 

The first paragraph is decidedly objection- 
able in imposing a penalty of imprisonment of 
one year for a violation of the law, which it 
will appear may be the result of uncontrollable 
conditions and without wilful intent on the part 
of the manufacturer. For instance, under 
section 7, in the case of lead arsenate, the 
law would be violated if the percentage of 
water in any specimen tested by the Bureau of 
Chemistry of the Agricultural Department ex- 
ceeds 50 per cent. It is not without difficulty 
that a factory product manufactured on a large 
scale is made always to conform to this re- 
quirement, when the general character and 
reliability of factory hands {is taken into con- 
sideration, along with the unavoidable acci- 
dents and errors incident to manufacturing 
processes of this nature; but even when the 
product, as first completed, conforms to the 
requirements, It will happen that after standing 
in storage a short time the arsenate will settle,

former a thicker consistency near the bot- 
tom of the package and a thinner consistency, 
with possibly some supernatant water, near 
the top. Should an order for 500 one-pound 
cans be filled from such a package, some of the 
cans will contain water in excess of 50 per 
cent, and some a lesser percentage. Say ten 
cans of such a shipment exceed in water con- 
tents 50 per cent. of the paste and one or 
more fall into the hands of the Bureau of 
Chemistry for analysis, the manufacturer will 
be prosecuted for violation of the law and 
confront a penalty of fine and imprisonment. 
Nor is any discretion allowed to the govern- 
ment officers with reference to the institution 
of such prosecution, as the law is mandatory 
and applies where any of such specimens are 
adultterated or misbranded (sections 4 and 5). 

In the case of insecticides and fungicides 
other than paris green and lead arsenate the 
law requires that, if it contains arsenic, the 
total amount of arsenic shall be stated on the 
label, as well as the percentage of water solu- 
ble arsenic, and, if it consists partially or 
completely of an inert substance, the percent- 
age of each such substance shall be given, or 
else the percentage of each and every ingre- 
dient having insecticidal or fungicidal prop- 
erties shall be named. 

It is quite impossible to 
requirements in the case of many insecticides 
and fungicides, both from the practical point 
of view and form the standpoint of the chemist. 

There is need of the introduction of new 
products for the suppression of insect pests 
and the bill in its present form would be a 
bar to such progress. 

To illustrate, the arsenite of lime 
cited in this connection. Arsenite of 
an economical and effective insecticide and 
is not a cumulative poison such as the lead 
salts, so that its extensive use has much in 
its favor. But the total and water soluble 
arsenic contained in arsenite of lime cannot 
be regulated so as to be uniformly present in 
any fixed percentage, this percentage varying 
within certain limits, which can be controlled 
sufficiently to make of the arsenite of lime a 
very suitable insecticide, but cannot be con- 
trolled to that degree that will enable the 
manufacturer to state the exact percentage on 
the label. Arsenite of lime made on the same 
formula by the same process and manipulation 
will show more or lime uncombined with 
arsenic, and as the proposed bill requires the 
statement of the percentage of uncombined 
lime (which he cannot do, as above explained) 
and he will have to decide whether the Hme 
in combination shall be regarded as possessing 
insecticidal properties or shall be regarded as 
inert—a matter as to which chemists and juries 
will differ.

examples of the inadaptability 
of the manufacturers to the provisions of the 
law, both as to the production and interpreta- 
tion, present themselves, which would require 
too much place to elucidate here, 

Under section 8 of the proposed law it would 
be an offense to purchase an insecticide or 
fungicide conforming in all respects to the 
requirements of the law if it is falsely branded 
as to State, Territory or county in which it is 
produced—so that should a manufacturer in 
Philadelphia, by reason of fire, strike, factory 
repairs or other contingency, wish to supply 
his trade with a product in all respects the 
same as that of his usual manufacture, he 
would have to state on the label the name and 
location of the firm, thus helping him to tide 
over his temporary embarrassment, a require- 
ment which would manifestly be inconsistent 
with tolerable trade conditions. 

Such contingencies, by which some manufac- 
turers relieve the necessities of others, is a 
matter of common occurrence, and many 
manufacturing chemists supply others in a 
similar line of trade with their products daily 
in the course of business, few of the larger 
houses, if any, producing all the products 
which in the routine of their business they are 
called upon to supply. 

There does not appear to be any appreciable 
sophistication in the traffic of insecticides and 
fungicides, as now conducted, that makes 
legislation in this line a matter of urgency, 
nor was the demand for same spontaneous, but 
a simple intelligible bill, the provisions of 
which can be reasonably conformed to, would 
not be objected to by any one concerned with 
the matter. The bill in its present form may 
become oppressive and inflict upon legitimate 
business, conducted in good faith, intolerable 
annoyance and hardship. 

If we must have a law of this kind it would 
be well to follow the comprehensive measure 
of Colorado, prohibiting or revealing any adul- 
teration. The following section, concise and 
comprehensive, would cover all material re- 
quirements. 

House bill 331, Hoyt, which was passed by 
the Colorado General Assembly in 1907, to go 
into effect January 1, 1909, puts the following 
restrictions upon the sale of insecticides within 
the State:— 

“Section 10. It shall be deemed a violation 
of this act for any one to sell in Colorado in- 
secticide poisons such as paris green, london 
purple, white arsenic, arsenate of lead, ar- 
senate of soda, arsenite of lead, arsenite of 
soda, acetate of lead, cyanide of potassium, 
hellebore, pyrethrum powder, and the like, 
that are diluted or mixed with other substances 
unless the kind and amount of the adulterants 


or mixtures are conspicuously printed in plain 
English upon each and every package sold. 
Upon each and every package of white arsenic, 
arsenate of soda, arsenite of soda, acetate 
of lead and cyanide of potassium sold in this 
State the percentage of guaranteed purity must 
be plainly marked, and on all packages of 
arsenite of lead the amount of water must be 
guaranteed.”

Petroleum Possibilities in Egypt. 


Washington, Jan. 28, 1910. 


Reports received from Cairo testify to 
continued interest in petroleum possibil- 
ities in Egypt. It appears that the gov- 
ernment is proceeding with examinations 
into the outlook for petroleum production 
in the Red Sea district. In a note on the 
subject United States Consul-General Id- 
dings, at Cairo, says:— 

“It was stated in a report from this con- 
sulate-general about six months ago that, while 
there was undoubtedly a good show of oil on 
the Red Sea coast south of Suez, yet it could 
not then be said positively to exist in paying 
quantities. The opinion of the interested of- 
ficials of the Egyptian government at the end 
of 1909 is that even as yet it is impossible 
to say anything definite on the subject of pe- 
troleum resources in Egypt. The work of 
examination continues along the Red Sea coast, 
and the government is making surveys with a 
view to setting up landmarks from which 
claims may be marked out securely if later 
concessions are granted. These officials are 
also making inquiries with a view to draw- 
ing up such laws on the subject of wells and 
claims as may prove necessary hereafter.’’

PETROLEUM NOTES. 





It is estimated that the Santa Maria 
oil field of California produced about 
8,500,000 barrels of oil during the year 
1909. On uccount of the extreme depth 
of the wells this field has been more 
backward than any other. 


Nearly 90,000 gallons of oil at the 
refining plant of the Lake Carriers 
Oil Company, at Coraopolis, Pa., were 
destroyed by fire a few days ago. The 
fire started by the explosion of a still, 
and consumed great tanks of crude 
oil and the refined product. The loss 
was placed at more than $50,000. 


West of the old Kile pool, on Middle 
Island creek, Lincoln district, Tyler 
county, W. Va., Urquhart, Bailey & 
Co.’s No. 1 on the J. W. Kile farm was 
said to be producing 75 barrels a day. 
On a part of the same farm the Pure 
Oil Company’s No. 9 was reported good 
for 100 barrels a day. 


In West Union district, Doddridge 
county, W. Va., the Eastern Oil Com- 
pany has drilled its No, 3 on the J. 
Cc. Coulehan farm into the Big In- 
jun sand and has a show for a 40 or 
50-barrel producer. This location is 
900 feet northeast of No. 2 and the 
well is a black oil producer. 


About 5,000 acres of prune orchards 
in Santa Clara valley in California are 
said to be under the control of a syn- 
dicate of San Francisco capitalists, of 
which John D. Spreckels, Jr., is the 
head, for petroleum exploitation. It 
is the reported purpose of the syndi- 
cate to commence operations at once. 


California advices report the closing 
of a contract whereby the Standard Oil 
Company is to furnish 3,000 barrels of 
oil per day to the Western Pacific Rail- 
road on the basis of 90c. per barrel. 
The contract has been pending several 
months, the railroad company nego- 
tiating for more favorable terms until 
market conditions indicated the pros- 
pects of higher prices. 


At the annual meeting of stockhold- 
ers of the American Petroleum Com- 
pany at Coalinga, Cal., the old board 
of directors and officers was elected 
as follows:—President, E. L. Doheny; 
first vice-president, J. C. Anderson; 
second vice-president, T. A. O’Donnell; 
secretary and treasurer, Norman 
Bridge. They, with the following, com- 
prise the board of directors:—C. E. 
Doheny, E. S. McCray

In the deep sand territory at Bre- 
men, Fairfield county, O., the Great 
Expectation Oil Company’s well on the 
Bremen town lot was said to be hold- 
ing up at 18 barrels an hour. A later 
report indicated a capacity of 360 bar- 
rels a day. In Rush Creek township, 
in the same county, the Planet Oil 
Company's No. 13 on the H. C. Brison 
farm has been drilled into the Clinton 
sand and was said to be showing for 
60 barrels a day. 


OIL PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 


Dr. David T. Day, of the United 
| States Geological Survey, lectured re- 
cently before the Buffalo Society of 
Natural Sciences on ‘‘Petroleum and 
Its Sources.”’ 

The Hamilton Company has a pro- 
ducer good for 50 barrels a day at its 
No. 7 on the O. M. Chambers farm, 
located on McKowns creek, Walton 
district, Roane County, W. Va.. On 
Rock creek, same district, Wooster & 
Lovering have drilled their second test 
on the N. J. Hascue farm through 
the Big Injun sand and have a show 
for a 25-barrel producer. 

Another big well has been added to 
the McCloskey sand in Dennison town- 
ship, Lawrence county, Illinois. It is 
the Ohio Oil Company’s No. 6 on the 
Theodore F. Leighty farm, and one of 
the best wells yet found in that sec- 
tion. The oil was found at a depth of 
1,835 feet in what is known as the deep 
McCloskey sand. The capacity of the 
well was unknown, as it was shut in 
on account of the lack of tankage to 
care for the product, but at that the 
production was around 700 barrels. 


Residents of Groveland, N. Y., be- 
lieve they may be situated in an oil or 
gas belt. The fact that oil has been 
found in the Martin and Hartman 
gullies, floating on the water there, 
and that some of the oil has been 
gathered and burned, has aroused the 
Groveland farmers, and every indica- 
tion points toward a thorough tryout 
being given the alleged oil and its pro- 
ducing localities by a company which 
has been organized among the farmers 
for that purpose. 


On Pyles Fork, Mannington district, 
Marion county, W, Va., the Burt Oil 
Company’s second test on the Jacob R. 
Baker farm came in a good producer. 
The first sixteen hours after it was 
drilled into the pay it placed 290 bar- 
rels to its credit. It is located 1,200 
feet south of the same company’s 
gusher on the B. Wells farm, com- 
pleted early last year, which started 
to flow at the rate of 75 barrels an 
hour, and which was reported to be 
holding up at _ still producing more 
than 100 barrels a day. 


A feature of recent development in 
the Illinois field is the finding of a 
good oil sand at the depth of 2,100 feet 
in the Honey Creek township field, in 
Crawford county. This well was drilled 
by the Shafer-Smathers Oil Company 
on the Sarah Jane Parker farm, near 
the hamlet of New Hebron, in the 
northern part of the township. The 
size of the well was more or less of a 
mystery owing to the heavy volume of 
salt water found. The oil was said to 
be of a much higher gravity than any 
other yet found in the State and 
should it develop into a paying well 
will materially increase the value of 
Crawford county territory. 


completion of the second test 
for the Blair Oil and Refining Com- 
pany on the Harjo land, southeast 
quarter of section 11-14-17, a mile and 
a half west of the main development, 
has attracted keener interest in the 
possibilities of the western extension 
of the Muskogee field of Oklahoma, 
The well was credited with 490 barrels 
natural the first twenty-four hours, 
drilled into the sand 25 feet. The lo- 
cation is east and north of No. 1, be- 
tween that well and the Prairie’s well, 
a location to the north. No, 1, now 
about three months old, with an initial 
production of 300 barrels, was said to 
be holding up at 150 barrels and the 
Prairie well at 125 barrels natural. The 
Prairie Company is due with its test 
half a mile west of its producing well, 
also in section 11, and the chances are 
believed to favor the development of 
a good pool in that direction, on what 
is known as Timber Ridge. 


The 


Three and one-half miles west of the 
Shinnston pool, in Eagle district, Har- 
rison county, W. Va., the Hope Nat- 
ural Gas Company has drilled in a test 
on the V. B. Ogden farm, located %n 
Robinson run and found what was 
thought to be a good producer in the 
fourth sand. The pay was tapped at 
10 feet in the sand and the well began 
to flow at the rate of 15 barrels an 
hour and produced 205 barrels the first 
16 hours. It was expected to settle 
down to about 25 barrels a day. ‘There 
is a marked slump in the production 
of the big wells in the Shinnston field 
It is questionable now if the production 
can again be increased to more than 
7,000 barrels a day. For the first twen- 
ty days of January the daily produc- 
tion averaged 7,776 barrels. The three 
large wells have exerted a sustaining 
influence of the daily output and now 
that they show a falling off there is 
likely to be a still greater decline. The 
gauge of the Philadelphia Company’s 
No. 1 on the E. E. Swiger farm, the 
largest producer, when fully drilled in, 
showed a production of 192 barrels for 
the 24 hours ending a few days ago, 
This is its lowest record. The South 
Penn Oil Company’s No. 1 on the J. 
S. Whiteman farm was reported down 
to 756 barrels, while No. 2 on the E. 
J. Swiger farm was credited with pro- 
ducing 1,138 barrels a day. Interest in 
the Shinnston pool now centers in the 
test wells drilling to the east and 
northeast of developments. Should 
good wells be found in either direction 
there yyj}] be a reylyal in development 
work, .

Linseed Oil. 


There were no new or special features 
to the market last week. Business 
was inclined to be quiet, and was 
hampered to some extent by unfavor- 
able weather conditions. Seed, as 
usual, has been closely watched with 
a view to possible business, but the 
fluctuations which made it easier had 
no perceptible effect upon oil, which 
continues firm at the previously es- 
tablished price of 75 cents for car lots 
and 76 cents for lesser quantities. When 
early in the week the prices of the 
raw material began to decline buyers 
of oil, scenting a possible drop in oil, 
grew naturally shy of the market, and 
except for pressing immediate require- 
ments there was no business done. 
There was, however, a fair movement 
on contracts, and as soon as the seed 
situation became more definitely set- 
tled the market promises to be at 
least fairly active, as none of the man- 
ufacturing consumers has been carry- 
ing more oil than was essential to 
current needs; and it is expected that 
considerable new stock will be required 
to tide over the spring manufacturing 
season. A good deal of Argentine seed 
has come in, and may serve to check 
a further upward movement of oil, 
and we learn from our Western cor- 
respondent that English oil has been 
offered in the Chicago market which 
could pay the duty of 15 cents and 
still leave a comfortable margin over 
current American prices. Seed has al- 
so begun to arrive more freely at pri- 
mary distributing points, though the 
bulk of it has been already sold. Taken 
altogether, however, conditions are not 
quite so strenuous as they have been, 
and, while no one would dare to offer 
a positive prediction, there does not 
seem to be any reason to expect a 
sudden or radical fluctuation either 
way in oil. Card prices are repeated 
on the basis of 76 and 77 cents for 
State or Western and city brands, re- 
spectively, in lots of five or more bar- 
rels.

Linseed Cake and Meal. 


Trading in cake during the past week 
has been rather quiet, largely due to 
the difference in the ideas of sellers 
on this side and European buyers. The 
former are asking $36.50@37 per ton, 
while the ideas of buyers are in the 
neighborhood of $35.50. The quotation 
on meal is nominal at $38 per ton. 


Cottonseed Oil, 


While the market has displayed a 
stubborn resisting power, the trend of 
values has been subjected to much ir- 
regularity and operators have been 
cautious about extending transactions. 
Prices of wheat, cotton, corn, oats and 
lard declined early in the interval and 
naturally the bearish influence was felt 
in cotton oil; at one time it seemed 
as though the consuming community 
was being taught an object lesson in 
the cost of living. The agitation 
against anti-high prices appears to 
have played an important part in the 
establishment of the low values early 
in the interval. Later, however, the in- 
fluence wore off and the market hard- 
ened under light buying. Consumers 
in general have curtailed operations 
and the week’s business for this ac- 
count has involved comparatively small 
proportions. There are ‘some mem- 
bers of the trade who believe that, re- 
gardless of the ultimate effect of the 
movement against high prices in other 
commodities, cotton oil will hold its 
own. The cotton product, even at 
its highest point last December, was 
substantially below the value of its 
chief competitor, lard, and the pres- 
ent outlook offers little encouragement 
for any narrowing of the premium. The 
fact that cotton oil is becoming more 
firmly established as a staple com- 
modity is also a fact worthy of con- 
sideration. In some quarters it was 
stated that the prevailing high prices 
of all competitive fats and oils have 
proved extremely beneficial in pro- 
moting and introducing cotton oil and 
that the distribution of the cooking 
and edible grades has increased mate- 
rially during the past few weeks. Trade 
conditions, however, have not been 
sufficiently active to prompt additional 
buying interest from large consumers 
and the lard compound and margarine 
makers have left the market to its 
own devices. The soap kettle continues 
to be a disinterested party and re- 
quirements for this industry have been 
largely filled by foreign substitutes. 
Inquiries for export account have been 
of limited proportions and restricted 
chiefly to the grades for butter mak- 
ing purposes. The recent violent fluc- 
tuations in many domestic commodities 
have created an uncertain feeling 
abroad and foreign consumers display 
caution when booking new contracts. 
The export movement from this port 
for the week amounted to 4,104 barrels, 
from other ports 6,550 barrels, making 
a total of 10,654 barrels. These com- 
pare with 7,132 barrels total exports of 
the previous week. The crude oil mar- 
ket has followed close in the wake of 
refined. Early in the week sales were 
reported at 44%c., but at the close 45c. 
was paid. Offerings have shown & 
slight increase, but there has been an 
entire absence of any urgency to mar- 
ket oil at current quotations. Opinions 
appear to be much at variance regard- 
ing the amount of crude oil being car-

Cocoanut Oils, Etc. 


The London market again declined 
during the week for shipments from 
the coast, but spot quotations respond- 
ed only in a very small way, owing 
to the fact that the limited amount 
of material held iocally is confined to 
two or three houses. Peanut and palm 
oil went off a shade in sympathy, On 
the other hand olive oil continues to 
firm up and quotations for both yel- 
low oil and foots are higher. The 
animal and fish oils continue in small 
supply but no changes were noted dur- 
ing the week. 

CEYLON OIL.—The London market 
recorded a further slump during the 
week, opening Monday at £39 6s. for 
March-May shipments from the coast 
and declining later in the week to 
£38 9s. for the same position. Owing 
to the fact that the spot oil is held 
closely local quotations show but little 
variation and holders are asking 9c. 
The London cables would indicate a 
market for March-May shipments at 
about 9c. There was very little life 
to the trade during the week, and but 
comparatively small amount of oil 
changed hands. 

COCHIN OIL.—Owing to the fact that 
there is but little spot oil to be had 
and not very much inquiry for the 
small amount available, the market is 
@ more or less nominal one and a 
shade easier in sympathy with Cey- 
lon. Spot is held at 9%@10%c. Ship- 
ments were reported obtainable at 
9446c. 

CORN OIL.—Controllinginterests an- 
nounced no quotable changes during 
the week and the former quotation of 
6.60c. for car lots and 6.65c. for smaller 
quantities. A rather quiet week was 
noted. The offerings of independent oil 
have been rather limited recently. 

LUMBANG OIL.—The local firm that 
has been holding all the spot oil of 
this description has transferred their 
holdings to another interest, who are 
now asking 55c. a gallon as compared 
with 46c. previously asked. There is 
still a quantity of oil available, al- 
though several parcels have been sold 
to the linseed oil trade. The other lo- 
cal firm that handled the oil at one 
time are now out of the market. 

OLIVE OIL.—The market is again 
firmer aboard owing to a heavy de- 
mand from the Continent, principally 
from Germany. The American trade 
is still quiet and there is but a com- 
paratively small amount of business 
passing. While 72c. is quoted for yel- 
low oil shipments from abroad in one 
quarter, other interests are asking 75@ 
80c. Foots are also firmer and 6c. 
is now generally ,asked for prime 
green spot and shipment. The Liver- 
pool market of January 15 is described 
as follows:— 

This week the market has again been very 
strong, and shippers of Candia oil are asking 
as much as £43 per tun c. i. f., while holders 
of olive oil on the spot here are able to ob- 
tain £45 per tun. The cheapest supply now 
available is that from Malaga. and some 
good business has recently been done in this; 
but it seems very improbable that holders of 
Malaga oil will long continue to allow their 
product to go into the market below the price 
of Candia oil. Recent reports received from 
Tunis indicate that the supply of oil from that 
source is not going to be so large as was at 
first anticipated, and much of it will be con- 
sumed locally because of the difficulty of get- 
ting any cheaper oil to take its place. 

PALM OIL.—While the strength of 
tallow finds reflection in this market 
the easy tone experienced in other oils 
has created a slight reaction, and sales 
are passing at quotations a shade un- 
der those previously noted. Lagos is 
held at 7@7%c.; commercial Lagos at 
6%@7c.; prime red at 64%c. The Liver- 
pool market of January 14 is described 
as follows:— 

The market has remained firm with a fair 
business done at full prices to an occasional 


advance of 2s. 6d.@5s. per ton, closing quieter.

sales of 229 casks. Wednesday, January 26, 
the market opened firm at 60%c., with sales of 
eight casks, and closed the day at 60%%c. firm, 
with no further sales. Thursday, January 27, 
the market opened quiet at 60%c. and closed 
the day dull, with no sales. 

The Savannah end of the turpentine market 
reached its highest point for the season up to 
this time this week, when the price touched 
604%c., and the market continued in a strong 
position until yesterday (Wednesday), when a 
slight dullness showed on the market, but it is 
not anticipated by either buyers or factors 
that this dullness will affect the actual con- 
dition of the article. These little dull periods 
have been characteristic with the turpentine 
market throughout the year, but they have 
always terminated into a quick reaction in price 
with another upward tendency. There is yet 
some six or seven thousand casks of the old 
speculative tank turps on hand which is 
threatening to come on the market at any 
time now, as the price is above 60 cents, 
which, of course, is having its amount of 
weight on the daily market. The trade ar- 
gues that if all of this stuff was out of the 
way, never to come on this or any other mar- 
ket again, the price would have advanced long 
ago to 60 cents and probably to 70 cents. 
While the receipts for the week show a slight 
increase as compared with last year for the 
same time—1,211 against 1,109 last year—they 
still show a great falling off for the month 
and season. The receipts for the month are 
4,790 against 6,199 last year, and for the sea- 
son 169,418 against 231,089 last year. 

A large lot of May-August futures have been 
sold during the past week at prices ranging 
from 50 cents to 53% cents, and it is under- 
stood that considerable more could be disposed 
of at these prices if the producers were only 
willing to sell for these months in advance.

ROSINS.—Since the last review of the rosin 
market, last Thursday, rosins practically all 
along the line have advanced, and as com- 
pared with last Thursday, which shows the 
strong position that this branch of the naval 
stores market has been in for some time and 
which position they will in all likelihood re- 
tain throughout the remainder of this season 
as well as next season, unless something un- 
foreseen happens, such as good weather con- 
ditions, a good producing season, labor becom- 
ing plentiful and a large box cut, which the 
trade points out cannot possibly happen the 
coming year. The advances as compared with 
last Thursday have been as follows:—Water 
white, 46c.; window glass, 40c.; M, 15c.; I, 10c., 
H, Ti%c.: G, F and E, 2%c. During the entire 
week there was a strong demand, buyers be- 
ing apparently somewhat eager for supplies 
and the bidding showing the same peculiar 
fluctuations that have been shown in rosins 
for some time past. The demand seemed to 
include all grades in its scope, with commons 
the most active. Receipts of rosin seems to 
show the same shrinkage as heretofore pointed 
out from time to time. The top grades are 
now bringing the highest prices known in the 
history of the trade, and mediums and com- 
mons are at their highest point now, with the 
exception of the first of the season 1907, that 
has been known for these grades. During that 
period when B rosin was bringing $4.45 water 
white was only bringing $5.65. Prices as com- 
pared with last Saturday’s show only slight 
changes, only a few grades changing in prices, 
M advanced 10c., H 7Ti%ec., G, F and E 2c.

PRESENT LAWS—THEIR EFFECT AND 
USELESSNESS—THE NEED FOR LIFT- 
ING THE BURDEN OF UNNECES- 
SARY TAX FROM CONSUMERS 
AND GIVING THEM BET- 

TER LIGHT. 


The following instructive address em- 
bodying the views of the Nationa] Petro- 
leum Association in the subject of uni- 
form oil inspection was delivered last 
week by C. D. Chamberlin, secretary of 
that organization, before the State dele- 
gates in conference on uniform legislation 
at Washington:— 

As an economic 
question of the laws on t.e 
in the various States is of 
tance to the general public. 

On no question which comes before you for 
consideration will there be found so great 
a diversity of legislation. Thirty-four out of 
forty-six States have laws providing for the 
inspection of petroleum and its products, and 
yet no two States have a law in common, 
This in itselt forbids economy in manufacture; 
if a different oil has to be manufactured to 
suit the requirements of each State there must 
necessarily be waste. 

This condition affects 
turer only. The volume of trade in the hands 
of monopoly permits it to do, in a large way 
without waste, that which is impossible for 
the small manufacturer to do. 

A true statement of facts sufficient to form 
a basis for a correct conclusion is always nec- 
essary. 

PETROLEUM—HOW REFINED—WHAT IT 

GIVES. 

Petroleum and its products are 
well known that a definition is 
It is pertinent, however, to state i 
facts relating to the refining, the products of 
refining, the manner of testing and the results 
of tests, commercial conditions, values of prod- 
ucts, the laws of the different States and the 
tests required in foreign countries, the ques- 
tion of necessity for testing, and the cost to 
the public. 

The history of petroleum as a commercial 
product is limited to a period of fifty years 
up to the present time In August, 1 ’ 
Colonel Drake drilled the first well which 
produced petroleum in commercial quantities 
For twenty years thereafter the development 
of petroleum was almost wholly within what is 
known as the Appalachian field, and the crude 
produced was of practically uniform character- 
istics.

Trenton Rock field, or Ohio- 
Was oponed and produced a large 
quantity of oil having a different physical 
characteristic. About fifteen years thereafter 
the great gushers of the Gulf field were brought 
in, having a very different characteristic from 
either of the other two fields. About five 
years thereafter the great mid-continent field 
was brought in, showing a still different char- 
acteristic, and within three or four years 
the Illinois field became a field of large pro- 
duction with slightly different characteristics, 
which are practically all the oil-producing fields 
developed between the Appalachian and Rocky 
Mountain systems. Small quantities of oil in 
the nineties were found in Colorado, and an 
oil was produced in California considerably 
earlier, each field having its own character- 
istics. Crude oil at the present time is found 
in nearly every part of the globe and is classi 
fleld under some twenty different varieties 


CRUDE IN THE REFINING 


In a general way crude oil is distilled by one 
process. The crude oil is pumped into a cylin- 
drical iron tank laid horizontally, under which 
heat is applied, usually by the direct contact 
of the flames with the under portion of the 
eylinder or still. The vapors arising pass 
through condensing apparatus and are sep- 
arated at the tail end of the condenser by 
gravity tests, by use of the Beaumé hydrom- 
eter, into receiving tanks by directing the 
flow from the tail of the condenser into the 
proper receiving tank, according to the specific 
gravity of the distillate to secure the product 
desired. This product is described in the 
handbook of petroleum by Thompson and Red- 
wood, chapter 3 

The crude petroleum at all ordinary tempera- 
tures gives off impalpable vapor, some of it so 
rapidly as to be inflammable when brought into 
contact with the flame, especially when agi 
tated, and usually the lighter the = specifie 
gravity of the crude the more readily it is 
vaporized All the different crudes, therefore, 
have varying boiling points Under the proc 
ess of distillation that portion which has the 
lowest boiling point is necessarily first vapor 
ized by the application of heat, so that a 
series of distillates is produced having con 
Stantly inereasing boiling points, and can be 
divided primarily into naphtha products with 
boiling points rangng from 32 Fahrenhet to 212 
In refined or lluminating oil the boiling points 
are from 150 upward, and are usually classified 
by flash test and gravity test After the illu- 
minating oil series the remaining products of 
distillation are mainly used for lubricating 
purposes, and are not the subjects of tests 
under the inspection laws of the State. 

The following table shows the usual products

of crude oil in a commercial way. Chymogene 
and Rhigoline are only produced under pressure 
or by freezing compound in condensing the 
first vapors that come from the crude. A very 
limited amount of Pentane is produced, but 
this is usually incorporated in the gasoline. 
Very few crudes yield any of the first three 
items, but on account of the enormous demand, 
which far exceeds the supply, for gasoline, all 
that is possible to increase the production in 
this item is done. In fact, the distillation and 
condensation of the vapors in the gasoline is 
pushed so far as to rob the burning oil some- 
what of its light, volatile particles which in- 
crease its illumination. The heavier naph- 
thas are enlivened by the light gasolines, and 
made to serve the purposes made in motor 
spirits and in the heavier gasoline engines 
for fuel purposes. 

The illuminating oil series are generally well 
understood, and on account of the necessity 
for getting as large a yield of gasoline as pos- 
sible, no illuminating oil is now dangerous 
from any residue of the light properties that 
may be left in it. The only danger that arises 
from an illuminating oil at the present time is 
from the fact that it is liable to be too heavy 
and of two great viscosity, so that the wicks 
become clogged, and the tubes of lamps become 
heated by reason of it. This only occurs with 
very high test and high burning point oils.

HOW OIL IS TESTED. 

The instruments used in the testing of oils 
are many, and in a particular way are divided 
into three classes:—The open tester, the closed 
tester and the automatic tester. A great deal 
of time and study has been expended in secur- 
ing an instrument that should be accurate in 
its tests, but no such instrument has so far 
been produced. 

The earliest one of record, and that which is 
most largely used in the United States, is the 
Tagliabue instrument, an open tester of small 
construction containing an oil cup which is 
heated by a water bath, an ordinary Fahren- 
heit thermometer being introduced into the oil 
being tested to designate its temperature and 
the flash point or burning point by passing a 
small flame or taper over the surface of the 
oil. This was modified in the Saybolt cup by 
ignition with an electric spark. 

The cup most used in testing export oil is 
what is known as the Abel cup, corresponding 
very nearly in its original form to the Tag 
liabue or an open tester, This was afterward 
modified by the addition of a fine meshed wire 
screen to prevent the diffusion of the vapors, 
and is now regarded as a closed cup. 

The closed cup is supposed to cumulate the 
vapors to a point where they would naturally 
cumulate in the bowl of the lamp. The tem- 
perature is ascertained by a thermometer im- 
mersed in the fluid being tested and the test 
flame applied as in the case of the open 
tester, 

The automatic tester provides for a 
flame continuously lighted and placed in 
tion where the vapors arising will come in con- 
tact with it, and when such a degree of tem- 
perature is reached as will raise vapor suffi- 
cient to support combustion they are auto 
matically ignited. A full description of these 
instruments is to be found in Redwood’s 
‘Treatise on the Testing of Oils,’’ the follow- 
ing table showing the name and kind:

In discussing the several cups used in testing 
oils, Sir Boverton Redwood makes use of the 
following language, on page 82 of his treatise 
for inspectors: 

“Tt was soon discovered that 
for testing given in the English petroleum act 
of 1868 were not sufficiently precise, and that 
the words ‘small flame,’ and ‘very small flame’ 
were differently interpreted by various opera 
tors. As the result dealers were frequently 
proceeded against, and sometimes convicted, 
for selling kerosene flashing below the legal 
limit, although the oil had been passed by in- 
dependent experts. Moreover, it was found 
that the open-cup tests were very untrust 
worthy, especially when made by compara- 
tively unskilled and inexperienced persons.’’ 

On page 84 he further discusses

possibility of finding the exact equivalents be- 
tween open-cup and closed-cup tests The re- 
sult of endeavoring to determine the exact 
equivalent between open and closed-cup tests 
was undertaken by Sir Frederick Abel in 1877 
by testing with both cups 1,000 samples of oil. 
The following table shows the results of such 
tests, and it was finally decided that the mean 
difference of 27 degrees between the open and 
closed cup should be the equivalent:—

The above figures are taken from the Bureau 
of Statistics and show beyond ali question 
their changed relations and the fact that none 
of the volatile portions of the crude oil are per- 
mitted to remain in the illuminating oil. 

In 1880 the largest use of gasoline, naphtha 
and benzine was in its crude state for the pro- 
duction of gas for enriching water gas. 

At the present time its greatest and most 
valuable use is its production for motive power,

PETROLEUM MARKET. | 


Saturday Noon, Jan. 29, 1910. 

A slight gain in the aggregate of 
completed work and new production is 
recorded in the returns of the week 
from the Eastern petroleum fields, the 
increase in completions being chiefly in 
the Southeastern Ohio section, Illinois 
having credit for the greatest gain in 
new production. In many of the dis- 
tricts winter conditions continue to ex- 
ercise a retarding influence. West Vir- 
ginia results for the week were less 
favorable than those previously noted. 
What has recently been the most in- 
teresting development in that State, 
the Shinnston pool of Harrison county, 
is now one of less stimulating consid- 
eration. There has been a marked de- 
cline in the output of the larger pro- 
ducers in the formation and the total 
capacity of the pool is now scarcely 
7,000 barrels a day. The daily average 
for the first twenty days of the month 
is given as 7,776 barrels. Agitation will 
probably be resorted to in order to 
check a further slump. One of the re- 
cent tests to the Northwest of the es- 
tablished limits of the pool when shot 
increased its output to 750 barrels a 
day, but it soon showed signs of weak- 
ening. Considerable in advance of pro- 
duction to the west a venture drilled 
to the fourth sand came in at the rate 
of fifteen barrels an hour, and the first 
sixteen hours’ production amounted to 
205 barrels. It was not expected to 
show for better than a 25-barrel well 
after settling down. Marion county 
furnished a producer of exceptional ca- 
pacity in territory that has been under 
development for many months. During 
the first sixteen hours after the pay 
formation had been reached it was 
credited with 290 barrels. A completion 
in the same district drilled early last 
vear was reported to be holding up at 
more than 106 barrels a day. Roane 
county is in the lead in completed work 
in West Virginia, the best well for the 
week registering fifty barrels a day. 
Tyler county operations were attended 
with encouraging results, four of the 
five wells brought in recording a daily 
total of 310 barrels. Although comple- 
tions in the Southeastern Ohio fields 
for the week were nearly double those 
previously reported, the new produc- 
tion was materially below that of the 
former week. No wells of more than 
the usual interest were drilled during 
the period under review. The extraor- 
dinary producer recently drilled in the 
deep sand territory of Fairfield county, 
scoring an output of 475 barrels the sec- 
ond twenty-four hours, has shown grat- 
ifying staying powers, a recent report 
indicating 360 barrels a day. In the 
Lima fields of Northwestern Ohio and 
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Indiana there was a substantial gain 
in new production in the Ohio end from 
the same number of completions as re- 
ported during the previous week, chief- 
ly due to Wood county operations. 
Kentucky advices note a general sus- 
pension of field work in consequence of 
the impassable state of the roads. There 
is prospect of a renewal of drilling in 
the Southeastern districts as soon as 
weather conditions permit, but the up- 
per fields do not promise to attract any 
marked attention so long as crude 
prices remain at their present low level. 
The best producer of the week in Ken- 
tucky was drilled in the Mt. Pisgah dis- 
trict of Wayne county, a 30-barrel strike. 
Prospecting will probably be stimulated 
as a result of a test some distance in 
advance of developments in Clay 
county, reported favorable for a 25- 
barrel producer. The Illinois returns 
for the week indicate fairly encourag- 
ing results for the season, the new 
daily production being more than 1,000 
barrels in excess of that of the former 
period. Lawrence county was well in 
the lead in completions as well as new 
production. One of the wells brought 
in from the deep McCloskey sand in 
Dennison township was rated as a 
probable 700-barrel producer. <A devel- 
opment of noteworthy interest in 
Crawford county was the finding of 
what was considered a good oil sand at 
a depth of 2,100 feet in the Honey Creek 
township, but the capacity of the well 
was not determinable on account of the 
heavy volume of salt water encoun- 
tered in the same formation. The west- 
ern extension of the Muskogee field of 
Oklahoma affords more favorable pros- 
pects for successful development with 
the completion of a test which was 
credited with producing 490 barrels nat- 
ural the first twenty-four hours. Gulf 
coast statistics for the first half.of the 
month record a slight decrease in pro- 
duction in the Southeast Texas and 
Louisiana fields as compared with the 
corresponding period in December, For 
the two weeks of January there was a 
marked gain in completions, which was 
not reflected to a proportionate extent 
in the new production for the period. 


Refined and Products. 

The interval has failed to occasion 
any appreciable change in general con- 
ditions affecting the local market for 
refined, and the tendency on the part 
of the larger operators is still one of 
conservatism induced by the lack of 
confidence in the crude situation and 
its bearing on _ refined. There was, 
however, a fairly good export move- 
ment during the week, our record of 
clearances from the local port showing 
an aggregate of 11,865,350 gallons, of 
which 8,415,000 gallons were shipped in

Olive Crop Prospects. 


The British agent and consul-general 
at Algiers states that he is informed by 
the Chamber of Commerce that, owing to 
the sirorco, the olive crop of Algeria, 
which promised so well, is under the 
average. There is no prospect at pres- 
ent of a surplus of olive oil for exporta- 
tion. The British consul-general at 
Tunis reports that the olive crop through- 
out the Regency of Tunis is considered to 
be abundant, especially at Sfax and in 
the “‘Sahel’’ district round Sussa and Mon- 
astir. The olive oil mills have begun 
working, and the quality of the oil is 
said to be very good. A very great quan- 
tity is expected to be available for ex- 
port; there are many demands at pres- 
ent (report dated December 25), from 
France and Italy. The price is likely to 
be, generally speaking, a good average. 
The first and second qualities were, De- 
cember 23, quoted at 112 fr. and 100 fr., re- 
spectively, per 100 kilogs. f. 0. b, Tunis, 
and the ‘“maori,’”’ which is of native mak- 
ing and comes chiefly from Sfax, was 
quoted at 90 fr. f. o. b. Sfax. The British 
vice-consul at Malaga reports that the 
olive oil yield is expected to be good, al- 
though, owing to the continued drought 
throughout September and October, not so 
good as at first anticipated. It is impos- 
sible to say whether any considerable sur- 
plus will remain over for exportation; the 
exhausted stocks in the Spanish markets 
will, in all probability, have to be replen- 
ished before exportation takes place to 
any considerable extent. The acting Brit-

ish consul at Seville reports that the olive 
oil yield is good, and that there will be 
a considerable surplus above local re- 
quirements. The new Olive oil is already 
being placed upon the market. It is of 
good quality, a steady improvement in 
the method of production is_ noticeable. 
The prices at present (December 21) rul- 
ing are 9.75 to 10 pesetas (about 7s.) per 
arroba (2.75 gals.). The British consul at 
Naples reports that the olive oil yield is 
likely to be a medium one, and that there 
will be very little surplus for export. 
The consul-general at Canea reports, un- 
der date of December 21, that the olive 
crop is so far of average quantity and 
good quaiity. If all goes well, there 
should be a considerable surplus of olive 


oil for exportation.

Classification of Scammony Resin. 
THE TREASURY DEPARMENT DIRECTS 
COLLECTORS TO ASSESS DUTY ON 
THE PRODUCT AT CENTS 
UNDER PARAGRAPH 65. 

Washington, Jan. 28, 1910. 


In a letter to the Collector of Customs, 
New York, the Treasury Department has 
made a classification of scammony resin 
and holds it dutiable under paragraph 
65 of the tariff law of 1909 as an alco- 
holic-medicinal preparation. The text of 
the Treasury’s decision as forwarded to 
the collector is as follows:— 

“The United States Circuit Court for the 
district of Massachusetts, in United States vs 
Martin (T. D. 28145). held that scammony 
resin prepared from gum scammony or scam- 
mony root which was with duty 
under paragraph 67 of the tariff act of July 24, 
1897, as a medicinal preparation in the para- 
graph of which alcohol was used, was properly 
dutiable under paragraph 20 of the said act 
as a drug advanced in value or condition at 
the rate of one-fourth of 1 cent per pound and 
10 per cent. ad valorem, the decision being 
based upon the finding of the Board of United 
States General Appraisers that the merchan- 
lise is used principally in the compounding of 
medicinal preparations and that it was not a 
medicine in its imported condition.

You are, therefore, requested to 
notify me at once if you have any change to pro- 
pose, and if so I will in deference to the by- 
laws have the meeting usual You are 
earnestly requested to send in any proposed 
changes before March 1.”’

Soya Bean Oil vs. Russian Cot- 


ton Oil, 


The soya bean products are creating 
great interest in Russian circles and the 
foreign press is giving considerable at- 
tention to the matter. An English paper 
is authority for the following:— 


“Commenting on the great progress made in 
the Russian possessions in Central Asia with 
cotton oil production, a correspondent of a 
government paper reports the alarm caused in 
that area by the proposal of the Kharbin 
Bourse Committee that Chinese bean oll 
should be admitted into Russia duty free, 
fearing the new competitor may arrest the de- 
velopment of the still young Central Asian 
cotton oil industry, not to speak of the allied 
oil cake trade. At present all vegetable oils 
pay 8 roubles 30 copecks ($1.88) per pood (36 
ibs.) duty excepting cocoanut and palm oll for 
the soap boilers. The Khokand Bourse Com- 
mittee urges that to extend the ‘free list’ is 
to threaten the cotton oil industry with ex- 
tinction and consequently to seriously cripple 
the raw cotton industry. The position is that 
by article I of the general customs tariff 
beans, like wheat—if used for food—need pay 
no import duty, so foreign houses have re- 
recently been sending beans into Libau, St. 
Petersburg, Odessa, etc., in large quantities. 
Oil works have begun to appear at the ports, 
and in a few years the seaboard towns may 
develop a large oil industry with cheap im- 
ported oil beans, and flood the inland markets. 
It is felt that Manchuria can comfortably sup- 
ply all the beans required to supply Russia 
with oil. The Central Asian industry has suc-

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cessfully produced soap and stearine, but this 
industry is young and therefore the Khokand 
Committee urges that Chinese beans should 
pay duty. A subsequent report says that the 
Moscow Bourse Committee supports the Kho- 
kand Committee in its resistance to the duty 
free (or even only reduced) entry of bean oil 
into Russia, but disagrees with the suggestion 
that the beans should be subjected to a duty. 
As it is, Russia has to import 3,000,000 poods 
of tallow, 234,000 poods palm oil, olive oil, 
etc., and 97,000 poods cocoanut oil, besides 
3,800,000 poods copra, etc., and it is held that 
tke Russian import tariff is antiquated and un- 
suited to present requirements, and deprives 
Russia of many of the raw materials (exotic 
oils) required to develop inland industries. All 
such should enter free, or practically so, says 
the report, and the proposed duty on Chinese 
oi] beans is not justified.’’

Newfoundland is held 
at 40@44c.: domestic at 38@40c. Lard 
oil is moving in a very small way at 
unchanged prices. A sale of about 250 
barrels of Southern crude menhaden 
oil is noted at Baltimore at about 30%c, 
There is now stated to be but 200 bar- 
rels of oils on the market, for which 
the holder is still asking 30%c. Neats- 
foot oil continues scarce and strong. 
The whale and sperm oils are very 
firm and in scanty supply.

Mid-Continent Petroleum Prospects 
Brightening. 


Independence, Kan., Jan, 25, 1910. 

All over the mid-continent field oil pro- 
ducers are feeling good over the prospects of 
better market conditions in a very short time. 
It is being freely predicted that the price of 
crude oil will advance within the next three 
months. These prognostications are based on 
several important facts. For instance, the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Company is now drawing 
upon its reserve stocks at the rate of 11,261 
barrels a day, aggregating 236,487 barrels dur- 
ing the first three weeks of January. Second, 
the Gulf Pipe Line Company and the Texas 
Company have not put any oil in storage since 
last August, and at the same time they have 
increased their runs several thousand barrels 
a day. Third, the Texas company has _pur- 
chased a site and is preparing to erect a 7,000- 
barrel refinery at Tulsa. The plant will cost 
over a million dollars and require almost a 
year to complete. Then there is the influence 
of the new pipe line the Prairie is building 
to the Gulf, which will be completed in April. 
Fourth, is the influence of the independent 
takers of oil. The Standard Asphalt and Rub- 
ber Company is completing its line into the 
shallow sand pool and is trying to make con- 
tracts, The Cudahy Refinery of Coffeyville is 
laying gathering lines to the Delaware and 
Childers pool, and is paying a premium of 2 
cents for oil. This is the entering wedge. 
There are three small lines into the shallow 
sand field which are making quite a difference 
on that pool. Fifth is the fact. of the rapidly 
declining production and sixth the fact of no 
new prolific pool to threaten the market—un- 
less the Hamilton Switch pool should so prove. 

All of these factors are strong contributors 
to a higher market. The truth is the demand 
for mid-continent oil has grown remarkably 
fast the last few months. The independent re- 
fineries are taking more oil than they ever 
have before, and the amount of fuel oil is 
daily increasing. In the shallow sand district, 
where it was supposed there was such a big 
and swamping production, it has been found 
after taking the oil regularly for a short time 
hat many have been mistaken. There are some 
big wells in the Delaware pool, but they do 
not hold up Producers have been insisting 
that they had because the wells start- 
ed off large the few days, only to be dis- 
appointed when oil was taken regularly. 
It will be a ge surp to the oil fra- 
ternity to know that there is just as much oil 
bei produced daily in townships 24 and 265, 
which include the Chelsea and Alluwe pool, as 
there is in townships 26 and 27, which include 
Coody’s Bluff. Nowata, Claggett, Childers and 
Delaware The sh ow sand field is produc- 
ing about 42,000 arrels day, and about 
21,000 barrels of this comes from the north 
end and 21,000 from the south end. The ques- 
tion is how the Prairie is going to continue 
taking the present ratio and the fleld still fur- 
nish ofl for the new lines into that district. 
In spite of these conditions there is talk of 
the Gulf Pipe Line building a line to the shal- 
low sand country. All of the purchasing 
agencies are now showing an inclination to do 
mall they can to get the production. 

Hamilton Switch is looking better than it 
did, but there is nothing there up to this time

x drainage upon stocks the Prairie will use 
up a million and a quarter barrels this year 
of its reserve supply. But it is not reasonable 
hardly, to conclude that this will take place. 
When the price of oil begins to go up drilling 
will be resumed, and when it is more oil will 
be found to supply the demand. Two years ago 
there was a greater demand than supply in 
Califorania, but a rush to the drill soon turned 
the tables. 

It was persistently preached during the early 
part of this year that if the producers would 
quit drilling it would be only a question of 
a few months until the pipe line would be able 
to take all the oil. There was a partial shut- 
down, and in spite of the fact that more wells 
were drilled in 1909 than in 1908 the demand 
was so much greater that the thing took place 
as predicted. There are a great many leases 
waiting for an advance in the market to resume 
operations. When the price goes up Kansas 
will be drilled over again, and there will be 
many wells just as good as those found in 
Oklahoma brought in. 

The Madison test on the R. Eggleston land in 
27-15-18, Muskogee district, directly up against 
the city, is a good well, starting off at 250 
barrels a day natural. 

The Gulf Pipe Line Company is building a 
20-mile line of 4-inch pipe from its main line 
to the Bald Hill and Haskell pool, and has 
just decided to lay a 4-inch line to the Hamil- 
ton Switeh pool. The company will build 
three new stations this year, one at Bald Hill, 
one at Haskell and one at Hamilton Switch.

It looks like a 200 barrel 
well, but those who have been to see it differ 
in opinion as to its capacity. This well opens 
up great possibilities for one of the largest 
pools in the world, extending south from Ham- 
ilton Switch to Tiger Flats and southeast to 
Henryetta, The coming summer will witness 
a vast amount to work there.

PROSTITUTE INSPECTION FOR REVENUE. 
It is perfectly apparent that the police power 
is being prostituted to secure revenue for many 
of the States as shown in the record pre- 
sented in the reports of many of the inspec- 
tors tut if the State lays a tax upon a com- 
modity of interstate commerce such law thus 
imposing a tax is unconstitutional and void, 
caused by interference with interstate com- 
merce by laying a tax thereon. The Constitu- 
tion provides for inspection and allows for the 
collection of sufficient funds for the purpose of 
making the inspection, but what can be in- 
spected? Is everything open to insnection? 
Mr. Justice Bradley, in Vought against 
Wright, 141 U. &., 62, says that the question is 
still open as to the mode and extent to which 
State inspection laws can be applied to per- 
sonal property imported from abroad or from 
another State; whether such laws can go be- 
yond the identification and regulation of such 
things as are strictly injurious to the health 
and lives of the people, and therefore, not en- 
titled to protection of the commercial power 
of the government; and in Gibbons against 
Ogden, Wheat, page 1, it is said the prac- 
tical exercise of polic power must tend in a 
degree that is perceptible to secure some ob- 
ject of the proper exercise of police power, 
and the court must be able to see that the 
means adopted have a reasonable relation to 
the end desire« See also 145 N. Y., page 39. 
In Willis v. Standard Oil Co., 50 Minnesota, 
290, it held if the act is intended to 
raise revenue it is not valid, and in 171 U. 
§., 18 to 20, it was stated that where visible 
poor quality affects neither health nor safety 
the police power does not interfere, and in 
people v. Camphinie General Transportation 
Co., it was said, ‘‘a State cannot make an 
inspection law within the constitutional mean- 
ing of that word by calling it so.’’ 
WANT REGULATION BEST FOR PUBLIC. 
While it is undoubtedly true that a majority 
of the inspection laws passed, especiaily those 
which ar particularly intended to produce 
revenue for the State in excess of the cost

General market conditions do not ap- 
pear to have assumed a more favorable 
status, many of the dealers continuing 
to report a light movement into dis- 
tributing and consuming channels. The 
outlook for the new month is regarded 
with keener, expectations, the larger 
buying interests being as a rule, better 
qualified to operate during February 
than during the opening month. Some 
rather interesting price developments 
have marked the interval. Opium was 
reduced on the continued absence of 
important inquiry and a lack of sus- 
taining advices from abroad. There 
was nothing to vary the statistical 
position of quinine. Domestic bayber- 
ry wax was firmer. An advance in the 
bismuth and iodine preparations oc- 
casioned some surprise, but it was de- 
clared warranted, lately ruling values 
having been unremunerative. Scarcity 
enhanced large flake manna. C. P. 
glycerine was again upward in some 
quarters. Menthol was in easier tend- 
ency, due to arrivals, lack of demand 
and a recession in shipment values. 
Some of the cheaper quotations on bal- 
sam copaiba were withdrawn. Buck- 
thorn bark was more firmly held, sup- 
plies being light. The same bullish 
tone characterized the vanilla market 
and advanced prices are likely to pre- 
vail in the near future for Bourbons 
and Mexicans. Prickly ash _ berries 
ruled firmer, stocks being unusually 
small. Among the essential oils stimu- 
lating cable advices influenced an up- 
ward tendency to bergamot and lemon. 
Valencia safitron was available at a 
concession, with the release of some of 
the detained lots, while American was 
reduced as a result of a slow outlet. 
Asafoetida was found to be almost out 
of the market. Short buchu maintained 
its favorable position, a higher level 
having been reached at the London 
auction. Belladonna leaves were firm- 
er, geod qualities being at a premium. 
There was an easier tone to digitalis. 
A further enhancement was noted in 
Cartagena ipecac. Kava kava was 
more firmly maintained, the stock, be- 
ing well controlled.

For the pres- 
ent powdered and granular are held at 
the old level of $6.75@7, as to test, 
quantity and seller. Primary advices 
received in the trade indicated a dull 
market, but the principal sellers were 
maintaining a fairly steady position.

COCOA BUTTER.—Interest centers 
in the foreign auctions on Tuesday, 
especially in the Amsterdam event, at 
which the offerings comprise 70 tons of 
Van Houten and 20 tons of miscellane- 
ous Dutch brands. On spot 25@27c. 
prevails for bulk and 29@35c. for boxes, 
as to brand and celler. 

CODLIVER OIL.—Norwegian con- 
tinues firm under the conditions pre- 
viously noted, but quotations are still 
on the basis of $24@27, as to brand. 
No definite news concerning the fish- 
ing has been traced. Newfoundland is 
reported out of the market. 

FUSEL OIL.—Crude is firmer, $1.10 
being the reported basis of a late sale. 
tefined is maintained at $1.35@1.40. 

GLYCERINE.—The leading refiners 
are apparently agreed on the basis of 
20c. for bulk and 2lc. for cases, at 
which contracts were said to have 
been entered for current as well as 
forward delivery. In one quarter 19% 
and 20%c., respectively, were still found 
available. The strength of the crude 
situation is declared to make even the 
higher figures for refined impracticable, 
so far as futures are concerned. The 
1911 production of crude is believed to 
have been well cleared, and the out- 
put for 1912 and 1913 was reported to 
have been the subject of tentative bids. 
In the local trade any negotiations 
over these years were regarded as too 
specuiative to warrant serious con- 
sideration. Under normal conditions 
the crude market is more susceptible 
to buyers’ interests during the sum- 
mer months when the requirements 
for the drug trade show their most 
material abatement, but doubt is ex- 
pressed as to whether any easing of 
crude may reasonably be expected dur- 
ing the coming summer, conditions 
having’ assumed a status that may 
negative all precedents. The dyna- 
mite market is generally regarded as 
the keynote of the entire glycerine 
situation. Present prices for dynamite 
glycerine are undoubtedly at a record 
level for the last twenty years, but 
makers of the product are apparently 
no nearer any practical substitute for 
the basic material than they were 
when values were twenty-five per cent. 
more in their favor. Car lots of dyna- 
mite are taken about as readily as 
they are available. There seems to be 
a shortage of quantities to this extent 
in the market at present, and it is 
doubtful whether anything can be had 
at the basis of recent sales of car 
lots, namely, 19c. We have the fol-

Beans. 


Conditions governing the vanilla 
situation offer comparatively little of 
hew interest. In some quarters trad- 
ing was reported somewhat below the 
volume experienced earlier in the 
month, but the market was regarded 
generally with ‘the same degree of 
confidence. The limitation upon the 
holdings of the cheaper varieties un- 
doubtedly exercises a check upon cur- 
rent business. Dealers are, therefore, 
more disposed toward a reconciliation 
of the continued high level of primary 
values and some operations are re- 
ported for shipment of Bourbons, avail- 
able stocks of which are especially 
light in the jobbing trade. It is doubt- 
ful whether dealers will consider any- 
thing in excess of their more urgent 
wants, as spot prices are not yet up 
to the foreign parity. Late advices 
from France report sales of head and 
tail lots at 36 francs per kilo, while 
33 francs was named for good tail par- 
cels. On the lower basis the cost to 
import would approximate $3 per 
pound, at which figure there are still 
spot sellers. This quotation is less 
freely named, and it may be a ques- 
tion of a few days before the cheaper 
offerings are out of the market. The 
Mexican situation commands general- 
ly favorable consideration and keener 
confidence is manifested in an early 
strengthening of cuts that will estab- 
lish the market more on a parity with 
Bourbons. We are advised that fully 
seventy-five per cent. of the new cuts 
have been sold for local account at 
a basis that is believed to warrant 
jobbers in maintaining $3.25. Curers 
in Mexico were reported to be paying 
up to $4.75 silver for green cuts. There 
are still some lots of old cuts in first 
hands, which are available below the 
level asked for new. Small lots of new 
have been received on spot, but the 
more desirable curings will arrive 
more freely during next month. In 
the local trade old cuts are yet obtain- 
able at $2.87%c., but the offerings will 
probably be taken within a short time. 
The local market is almost cleared of 
South American beans, and nothing 
better than $3.25 was confirmed. Com- 
petition continues keen in producing 
quarters to secure the available stock 
of new South American beans, esti- 
mated at about 25,000 pounds. More 
interest is noted in Tahitis, a late ar- 
rival of 390 cases at San Francisco 
being held at a reported advance of 
12@15e. Hamburg is said to be an 
eager buyer of this parcel. Spot prices 
for Tahitis are in firmer tendency, 
nothing being confirmed below ‘70c.

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


Trade reports from different branches 
of industry are generally satisfactory. 
At this period of the year there is usu- 
ally a lull in business due to inventory 
work, and 1910 promises to be no excep- 
tion. According to previous years, in- 
dustrial and railroad earnings, bank 
clearances and other guides to the 
state of trade, tend to reach their low- 
est ebb in february, recovering gradu- 
ally to their highest volume in Octo- 
ber. lt will be interesting to judge the 
extent to which improvement is sus- 
tained by a comparison of the figures 
in the coming months with the excel- 
lent showing of 1909. A feeling of con- 
tidence is apparent in all leading trade 
quarters, and expressions are garnered 
with optimism. Production has been 
regulated to meet the current demand, 
and there is comparatively little evi- 
dence of any over supply in staple 
products. Probably the most serious 
features of the business situation are 
the high cost of raw material and the 
discontent in labor circles. Money 
rates have ruled easier, and bankers 
appear willing to extend credit to a 
reasonable degree. The recent slump 
in the stock market has brought about 
considerable liquidation, and money 
realized from these transactions will 
likely seek other fields of investment. 
If the year’s crop developments are 
favorable general business should at 
least exceed last year’s’ excellent 
showing. 

The market for time money is quoted 
ut 4 per cent, for ninety days at 44@ 
4% per cent. for six months. Call 
money on the Stock Exchange has 
ranged from 1%@3% per cent., Friday’s 
closing being 3 per cent. The higher 
grades of mercantile paper are held 
at 4%@5 per cent. for choice four and 
six months’ single names, 54%@6 per 
cent. for others. Bar silver closed Fri- 
day at 52\4c. Mexican dollars were 
44am 48c. In sterling exchange the rates 
for actual business were $4.8615@4.8620 
demand, $4.8660@4.8670 cables, and com- 
mercial bills $4.824%2@4.83%. 

Selling pressure has again been evi- 
denced in the securities market, and 
the trend of values has been toward a 
lower level. The recent violent fluc- 
tuations of certain specialties appear 
to have shaken confidence in the gen- 
eral market, and there has been more 
desire to liquidate than at any time 
for many months. The _ industrials 
have moved in sympathy with the 
railroads, and trading in both classes 
has involved steady proportions. 

The American Smelting and Refining 
Company has announced a decrease in 
net earnings from operations of $475,490 
for the six months ended October 31, 
compared with the same period in the 
previous year. The investments, how- 
ever, increased during that period 
$1,509,574, and the cash and demand 
loans $815,828. There was a shrinkage

the period shows total profits of $881,- 
421. The American Smelters’ Securities 
Cémpany reports for the six months 
ended November 30 net earnings of 
$2,303,526. The figures indicate earn- 
ings by the Smelting Company of 6% 
per cent. on its common stock and by 
the Smelters’ Securities Company of 7 
per cent,

At last foreign linseed oil definiteiy ana 
actually has been offered on the Chicago 
market. There have been several offerings 
made this week, one of them as late as 
yesterday, when English oil from Hull 
was offered, laid down in Chicago, at 
Wye. per gallon, a price which is 2'4c. 
under the price which the domestic crusn- 
ers are making to the trade here. As 
yet there are no reports of acceptances. 
There is some hesitancy about taking 
this oil, not because of the fear of its 
lack of quality, for the English oil is gen- 
eraliy held in high esteem, but on account 
of the fact that this must be bought as 
cash oil, and the money paid as soon as 
the sale is made, while the oil actually 
is offered February shipment, Hull. This 
would mean that the oil might not reach 
here until March, as the time for shipment 
during the month specified is at the sell- 
er’s option. There is some likelihood, how- 
ever, that some sales will be made here 
if the offers are continued and there is 
no break in the price of the domestic oil. 
It is rather a strange commentary when 
foreign oil can be landed in Chicago, 1,000 
miles from the coast, in round figures duty 
of lic. per gallon paid, at a price less 
than the domestic oil can be had here, It 
is not the fault of the crusher that it is 
so, but purely the high price at which 
domestic flaxseed is selling. 

The Executive Committee of the Na- 
tional Association of Retail Druggists has 
been in session here all week, just closing 
its meeting. It was almost fully deter- 
mined that the next convention of the as- 
sociation would be held at Pittsburgh the 
second week in September, but this was 
not definitely decided upon, and it may be 
that the notions of the members of the 
committee will undergo a change.

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Western Cocoanut Oil Trade. 
Chicago, Jan. 26, 1910. 


Cocoanut oil has reached a high point 
in the West, and has come by some to be 
regarded as almost a luxury. Soapmak- 
ers are forced to bid high for this oil 
in competition with each other, and sup- 
»lies are reported to be the smallest they 
lave been in recent years. The supply 
of copra was smaller the past year than 
it had been the previous year, shipments 
from the principal points where it is pro- 
duced being less by about 27,000 tons in 
1909 than they were in 1908. Exclusive 
of Tahiti and the Samoan Islands the 
shipments were 24,855 tons, against 
352,496 toms the previous year, and the out- 
going movement from both Tahiti and 
Samoa was smaller. Reports are to the 
effect that the crop will not be as heavy 
this year as it was last year, though 
it wu little early to make such pre- 
dictions. There is only a comparatively 
sminall supply that is being taken by 
this country, mills on the Pacific Coast 
taking it all. The principal mill there re- 
ports that it has enough copra to keep ft 
going for some time to come, and with 
the frequent arrival of cargoes, that there 
probably will be sufficient for needs, but 
the indications are that the demand for 
oil will so increase that prices are likely 
to advance. European dealers say that 
the prospects for a lower market for oil 
are not goed, especially as cocoanut 
butter cannot be considered now except 
in connection with a consideration of 
the lard market. If lard continues high, 
and there does not seem to be any reason 
why it should break sharply until after 
the opening of the packing season next 
fall, when the country will be in a po- 
sition to figure on the size of the spring 
crop of pigs, then cocoanut butter, as a 
competitor, must go higher, for it is al- 
ready selling 4%c, under lard prices in 
Europe, and is being used very largely 
as a substitute. The more cocoanut but- 
ter that is used the greater will be the 
demand for oil. and as the inquiry for 
the oil for edible purposes is on the in- 
crease all the time, it is difficult to 
figure how this oil can remain at present 
prices, unless other fats suddenly drop or 
the supply of copra is increased beyond 
all expectations. The price for copra 
at San Francisco is about $4.95 for the 
fair merchantable grade, while the sun 
dried will sell within a range of $5@5.15 
per hundredweight, Present prices are 
the highest, with one exception in the 
history of the trade, and the difference 
is only a fraction at that. Should Ta- 
hiti and Samoa run short, it is likely 
that the cost of copra laid down in San 
Francisco will be higher than ever. 
European cocoanut oil has almost com- 
plete monopoly of the Chicago market 
for the reason that it costs less to get 
it here from Marseilles than it does from 
the Pacific coast. For this reason Cali- 
fornia cocoanut vil hardly quotable 
here, but it has the advantage over the 
European oil west of the Missouri River, 
Spot Ceylon oil can be had down in 
Chicago at about Sloe. per pound, but it 
would cost 4c, at the Missouri River, 
while the California’) Cevlon can be 
bought there at $8.55 hundred. Cochin 
oil is quoted here at i0e. a pound, and 
California Cochin at the same price at 
the Missouri River. From these high 
prices’ there not appear to be any 
relief in sight, and the sounmakers 
are increasing thelr demand all the time, 
is are the users.of the ofl for edible pur- 
poses, it Jooks as though the trade will 
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have to find eventually a substitute for 
this oil, instead of using it as a sub- 
stitute for other fats and oils, as has 
been the case heretofore. 
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How Nitrate of Ammonia is Made 


in Germany. 


Washington, Jan, 28, 1910. 


conveyed to Consul- 
General Robert P. Skinner, at Hamburg, 
Germany, to the effect that American 
manufacturers find it difficult to produce 
nitrate of ammonia upon such terms as 
to render competition profitable with a 
similar article made in Germany, not- 
withstanding the American duty. He was 
asked to ascertain whether the raw ma- 
terials employed in Germany are aqua 
ammonia and nitric acid, or sulphate ot 
ammonium and nitrate of sodium, or 
both. Mr. Skinner replies:— 

‘One of the most capable informants in Ger- 
many states to me that nitrate of ammonium 
is manufactured in the empire in large quan- 
tities, chiefly from the vapors of ammonium 
and nitric acid. The total amount of the 
German production, apparently, is not known. 
The same informant furnishes the following 
details in respect to industrial processes:— 

“Nitrate of ammonium (nitrium flammans; 
mmonium nitricum) NH,NOng, is obtained tech- 
nically by establishing contact between vapors 
of ammonium and nitric acid. The deliquescent 
salt is separated from the mother lye by 
centrifugence, and the salt is then hermetic- 
ally packed. 

‘Several other methods of preparation have 
been invented of late. For instance, accord- 
ing to the German patent No. 149,026, nitrate 
of ammonium is obtained through reaction 
between sulphate of ammonium and nitrate of 
sodium, but it is necessary to use a much 
larger quantity of nitrate of sodium than 
that of sulphate of ammonium. This prepa- 
ration can be obtained by heating sulphate of 
ammonium and nitrate of sodium in an aqueous 
solution, or by carefully melting the salts in 
solid state. 

“The German patent Nos. 166,746 and 184,144 
also cover the preparation of nitrate of am- 
monium and nitrate of sodium (Chile salt- 
peter; cubic niter NaNO,) and sulphate of am- 
monium [(NH,4)2SO,]. 

‘according to the German patents Nos. 177,- 
172 and 178,620, solutions containing as much 
alkaline nitrates, or earthy alkali nitrates, as 
possible are exposed to the influence of gas, 
consisting ‘partly of ammonium (NH,) and 
carbon dioxide (CO,), for instance, the gas 
obtained when coal is distilled. Before this 
preparation is made it is desirable to remove 
the hydrogen sulphide (H.S) contained in the 
gas by means of washing the same with a 
preparation of ferric oxide. 

“The German patent No. 166,427 covers a 
process for obtaining nitrate of ammonium free 
from nitrite, from the nitric acid used. The 
crystals obtained are colorless and have a bit- 
ler taste. They are very easily soluble in 
water and melt at 150 to 160 degrees centi- 
grade, They are used as freezing salts and 
for the purpose of obtaining N,O (laughing 
gas), as well as explosives. 

“Prices range per 100 kilos (220 pounds) as 
follows:—Nitrate of ammonium, in crystals, for 
freezing mixtures, $22.85; in crystals, for 
explosives, $25; in crystals, refined, $26.18."’

Trade expressions, as a rule, indicate 
«juiet market conditions, and there have 
been comparatively few developments 
during the interval worthy of import- 
ant note. The movement against 
specifications is reported steady, and 
a yzoodly portion of the week’s ship- 
ments have been confined to these 
channels. The declining tendency of 
all staple commodities has created an 
air of conservatism, and buyers are 
cautious in anticipating future wants. 
Production is heavy, but is apparently 
adjusted to meet the consuming de- 
mand, thus eliminating surplus stocks 
and preventing serious accumulations 
in dealers’ hands. Importations in 
many items have been free, but, as 
these were largely in accordance with 
former contracts, the burden has not 
been thrown on the open market. The 
bleach situation has finally assumed 
a normal condition, and the market 
is easier with spot goods available 
at 1.25c. for standard makes. Oxalic 
acid has shown a tendency to harden, 
although competition has prevented 
the establishment of a higher price 
level. Blue vitriol is commanding 
slight advances in some quarters, but 
standard makes are quotably un- 
changed. Nitrate of lead is higher in 
sympathy with the metal and small 
spot supplies. Refined saltpeter is a 
shade easier on spot, owing to freer 
offerings. Tin oxide is lower in sym- 
pathy with the metal. A detailed mar- 
ket report of the principal chemicals 
is indicated below, also a summary 
of the Liverpool and Antwerp chemi- 
eal markets. 

Heavy Chemicals. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The 
market has continued along unevent- 
ful lines with the movement largely 
confined to regular contracts. Sales 
embracing current wants are reported 
fairly heavy, but the week has been 
productive of few transactions of mag- 
nitude either for prompt or future re- 
quirements. Makers quote 1c. for bulk, 
1.10c. for kegs f. 0. b. works, and an 
advance of .20c. all around for goods 
delivered in this section, less usual 
discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—An easier 
situation has developed locally, and 
the market has not commanded the 
same interest that was’ evidenced 
earlier in the month. Continued heavy 
arrivals combined with free domestic 
production have taken the snap out 
of the market, and values of small 
cash lots have been established at a 
lower trading level. Spot goods were 
offered at the close at 1.25c. Car lots 
of standard makes for shipment are 
held at 1.20c. and 1.25c., according to 
brand and seller. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Conditions govern- 
ing this item have continued without 
change during the week, and there 
have been no unusual features of in- 
terest to note. Manufacturing consum- 
ers are drawing freely on contracts, 
and most of the week's’ shipments 
have been confined to these channels. 
Makers quote 1.75@1.80c. on the basis 
of 60 per cent. for 70@74 per cent. and 
60 per cent. at 185@2c. Car lots are 
available from 1.72%c. to 1.82%c., ac- 
cording to test. Powdered is quoted 
at 24%@3c., as to test, quality and point 
of delivery. 

SALT CAKE.—Makers’ views are 
firm at former quotations, and the 
market reflects a fair degree of activity 
with heavy shipments reported for 
glass-making purposes. Dealers ask 
.40@.42c., according to quantity, seller 
and terms of sale. 

SAL SODA.—The course of the mar- 
ket has continued uneventful, and, 
aside from routine happenings, there 
has been little of new interest to re- 
port. Small sales are noted both for 
home and export use, but consumers 
show little disposition to extend com- 
mitments beyond the limits of current 
requirements. Makers quote .60c. and 
up f. 0. b. for barrels, less the usual 
discount terms. Spot lots of concen- 
trated are available on the basis of 
1%c. and up, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

SODA ASH.—Shipments for the past 
month are said to have been of satis- 
factory proportions, and distribution 
has embraced every important con- 
suming industry. Recent inquiries 
have involved both prompt and future 
requirements, and supplies at produc- 
ing points have been kept at a com- 
paratively low degree. Light 58 per 
cent. in bags is quoted at 77c. in car 
lots, and less than car lots up to 
9214%4c, on the basis of 48 per cent. Bar- 
rels are held at 82%c.@$1, as to quan- 
tity. 

Acids. 

ACETIC.—The paint and kindred in- 
dustries are said to be drawing freely 
on contracts in preparation for spring 
disbursements. The market firm in 
eympathy with crude materials, 


prices are quotably unchanged. 
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ues for 28 degrees in barrels extend 
from 2.53%c. to 2.68%c. The inside 
figure is for car lots. 

MURIATIC.—A generally quiet mar- 
ket has prevailed during the interval, 
and values have remained without 
perceptible change. Additional sales 
are noted for home and export use, 
but the bulk of the week’s shipments 
has been confined to regular contracts. 
Spot goods are held-at 1.l5c. and up 
for 18 degrees, according to quantity 
and seller. 

NITRIC.—The_ strong position of 
crude materials has created a steadier 
feeling in the acid market, and buying 
interest is said to show a slow but 
persistent increase. Spot goods are 
neld at 3%@4%c. for 36 degrees, de- 
pending on seller and quantity, 

OXALIC.—In some quarters slightly 
firmer views were expressed, but in 
others the previous range was quoted. 
Trading has shown no unusual in- 
crease and it is stated that aggregate 
sales for the week have not exceeded 
50 casks. Spot goods command from 
7%@7%c., according to brand, quantity 
and seller. 

SULPHURIC.—The interval has been 
productive of no material change in 
conditions governing this market. The 
contract movement is reported heavy 
and, aside from this, a steady demand 
is said to prevail for prompt and fu- 
ture deliveries. Dealers ask $1 for 66 
degrees and 90c. for 60 degrees. 

TARTARIC.—Heavy arrivals of 
crude are finding ready distribution 
through refining channels and the 
acid market retains a firm position. 
The movement against previous specr 
fications is reported satisfactory and 
additional sales embracing both prompt 
and forward requirements are keeping 
the market in a fairly animated con- 
dition. Dealers quote 24%@25ic. for 
crystals and 24%@254c. for powdered, 
according to quantity, seller and terms 
of sale. Cream of tartar is held on 
the basis of 214%@22c, for crystals and 
22@22\%ec. for powdered, as to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. Kegs of both 
varieties are held at %c, higher.

Substantial Appropriation for De- 


partment of Agriculture 
PROVISIONS FOR EXPENSES OF BUREAUS 
OF ANIMAL AND PLANT INDUSTRY 
AND FOR ENFORCEMENT OF THE 
PURE FOOD AND DRUGS ACT— 
THE LAST NAMED MAY BE 
DISPUTED, 
Washington, Jan. 28, 1910. 

The annual agricultural appropriation 
bill has been reported to the House by 
the Committee on Agriculture, carrying 
the enormous sum of $13,417,136, a net in- 
crease of $422,100 over the appropriations 
for the current fiscal year. 

The bill makes the following provisions 
for the general expenses of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, from which may be 
gathered the scope of this bureau’s work 
during the coming fiscal year in many 
lines of special interest to the Reporter's 
readers :— 

To cover the general expenses of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, including the 
enforcement of the several acts relating 
thereto, the sum of $1,400,460 has been 
appropriated. ‘Tio cover the expenses in- 
cidental to the Bureau of Plant Industry 
an appropriation has been made of $1,725,- 
26. Forestry comes in for $4,708,500, of 
which $129,420 has been set aside for in- 
vestigations of methods for wood distilla- 
tion and for the preservative treatment 
of timber. For the purposes of the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry a total sum of $791,340 
has been provided, of this $677,000 will be 
devoted to the enforcement of the Pure 
Food and Drugs Act. The clause in re- 
lation to this particular appropriation 
reads :— 

“For all expenses necessary to carry into ef- 
fect the provisions of the act of June 30, 1906, 
entitled ‘An act for preventing the manufac- 
ture, sale or transportation of adulterated, or 
misbranded, or poisonous, or deleterious foods, 
drugs, medicines and liquors, and for regu- 
lating traffic therein, and for other purposes,’ 
in the city of Washington and elsewhere, in- 
cluding chemical apparatus, chemicals and 
supplies, repairs to apparatus, rent, gas, elec- 
tric current, official traveling expenses, tele- 
graph and telephone service, express and 
freight charges, $215,000; for employing such 
assistants, clerks and other persons as the 
Secretary of Agriculture may consider neces- 
sary for the purposes named, in the city of 
Washington, $175,000; out of the city of Wash- 
ington, $287,340.’’ 

It is to be expected that the appropria- 
tion of a lump. sum for the enforcement 
of the Pure Food and Drugs Act will pro- 
voke a lively debate in the House and 
Senate, as it is a foregone conclusion that 
«a sharp contest will be made to insert a 
provision prohibiting the use of any part 
of the appropriation for the payment of 
the salaries and expenses of the so-called 
Board of Referees. This fight was made 
in the House a year ago, but the admin- 
istration exerted its influence to the ut- 
most, with the result that the bill was 
passed as reported and the Board of 
Referees has continued its work without 
other restrictions than those placed upon 


Senator Heyburn, of Idaho, chairman of IN- 
the Senate Committee on Manufactures. ; 
which reported the Pure Food and Drug 
law in the Senate, will marshal the forces 
against the board in the upper house. It 
is only fair to state, however, that at the 
present writing there is no reason to be- 
lieve that the attack on the board will 
be more effective than it was a year ago. 
The administration is still supporting the 
board, and both members and Senators 
with favors to ask at the White House 
and Department of Agriculture are re- 
luctant to antagonize any branch of the 
administration on what they regard as a 
somewhat abstract proposition. 
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DECISIONS BY COURTS 
ALLEGED ADULTERA- 
AND MISBRANDING 


Washington, Jan, 28, 1910. 

The Department of Agriculture has 
made public a series of decisions by the 
courts announcing notices of judgment 
upon cases brought by the Pure Food 
Board involving alleged adulteration and 
misbranding of products such as lemon 
extract, vanilla extract and olive oil. 
The case involving the alleged 
teration and misbranding of olive 
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was brought in the Circuit Court of the | 
United States for the eastern district of 
Louisiana in a suit against King Bros., 
Shilstone & Saint, a corporation of New 
Orleans, for violation of section 2 of the 
Pure Food and Drugs act in shipping and 
delivering for shipment from Louisiana 
to Texas an article of food labeled ‘‘Bal- 
biani & Cie. Huile d’Olive Superfine Raf- 
finee,’ which was held to’ be adulterated 
and misbranded within the meaning of 
the law. The court imposed a fine of $10 
upon the plea of the defendant of guilty. 

The olive oil in question was_ seized in 
transit and samples analyzed by the 
Bureau of Chemistry, which disclosed, ac- 
cording to the officials of the depart- 
ment, that the article is 
cottonseed oil and olive oil, 
predominating. 

The case involving the adulteration and 
misbranding of vanila extract was 
brought in the District Court of the 
dinited States for the western district of 
Missouri, in a prosecution by the United 
States against the Paddock Coffee and 
Spice Company, a corporation of Kansas 
City, for shipping and delivering for ship- 
ment from Missouri to Kansas an adul- 
terated and misbranded vanila extract, 
The notice of judgment cites that the Pad- 
dock Coffee and Spice Company entered a 
plea of guilty and the court imposed a 
fine of $25. 

A notice of judgment is also given in the 
aduiteration and misbranding of lemon 
extract, the case having been brought in 
the United States Circuit Court for the 


a mixture of 
the former 
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eastern district of Louisiana, in a prose- 
cution against Albert Mackie ‘Grocer Com- 
pany, a corporation of New Orleans, for 
violating of section 2 of the Pure Food 
and Drugs act in shipping and delivering 
for shipment from Louisiana to Missis- 
sippi, an adulterated and misbranded lem- 
on extract. The court in this case upon 
the entry of a plea of guilty by the de- 
fendant imposed a fine of $10 and costs. 
A sample of the article in question was 
analyzed by the officials of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture who held that “‘‘it 
was evident that the product was both 
adulterated and misbranded within the 
meaning of sections 7 and 8 of the act; 
adulterated because a substance has been 
substituted in whole or in part for oil 
of lemon, and because it was an imitation 
extract colored with a coal-tar dye to give 
it the color of genuine lemon extract, 
thereby concealing inferiority; and mis- 
branded, because labeled ‘Extract of 
oe a whereas it was not lemon ex- 
ract,’’

Saturday Noon, Jan. 29, 1910. 


A fairly large amount of business de- 
veloped during the week, but the de- 
mand is not quite as active as was 
predicted a few weeks ago. The high 
prices of a number of the commodities 
have a retarding.effect on purchases and 
the fertilizer manufacturers are ap- 
parently holding off as long as possi- 
ble, running the chance of higher 
prices later on. The animal am- 
moniates held well in Chicago during 
the interval and a fairly large amount 
of business passed. Dried blood appears 
to be in better demand than tankage. 
The packers are again expressing 
firmer views and are talking of higher 
prices, as the meat boycott, if effective, 
will cause a smaller kill of cattle. Prac- 
tically the only important price change 
noted during the week was confined to 
sulphate of ammonia, which is again 
two and one-half points higher under 
the influence of firmer cables from 
abroad. The demand continues to grow 
in volume and domestic manufacturers 
are quoting a much higher figure for 
their product and are apparently hav- 
ing but little difficulty in disposing of 
their holdings. Fish scrap is moving 
along actively and large arrivals of 
foreign material are noted at Southern 
points. During the week a cargo of 
scrap arrived from Norway at Charles- 
ton, it being the first cargo from Nor- 
way received at that port. Nitrate of 
soda is a shade more active, but the 
movement is not very heavy. Some in- 
teresting nitrate figures appear in an- 
other part of this issue. Detailed re- 
ports of the principal markets follow :— 

Ammoniates,. 


SULPHATE OF AMMONIA. — The 
market has again responded to higher 
cables from abroad and foreign prompt 
material is now held at $2.72%,@2.75, 
with nearby futures at the same figure, 
although a better price might possibly 
be done on a firm bid, Domestic manu- 
facturers are quoting $2.75@$2.77% for 
prompt and nearby sulphate, and re- 
port the market firm, with an upward 
tendency. Foreign advices are gener- 
ally lacking in new interest, although 
all of the producing centers report a 
very active demand, including a large 
inquiry from the States. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
A fairly large amount of business 
passed in the animal ammoniates in 
Chicago during the week, blood mov- 
ing more freely than tankage. The 
meat boycott is having its effect on 
this market and the packers are ex- 
pressing firm views, expecting a light 
kill of live stock during the next few 
weeks. Sales embraced 400 tons dried 
blood, 200 tons each prompt and Feb- 
ruary, at about $3.19 New Orleans. 
Quotations are repeated without 
change. For January and early Feb- 
ruary shipment the following prices are

Brokers were offering 8/9 and 20/25 
ground tankage, 100 tons February and 
100 tons March, at $3.25 and 10 Atlanta; 
400 tons February-April ground 5/30 
tankage at $15.75 Chicago, and 100 tons 
high-grade ground tankage at $2.95 and 
10 New York. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The situation 
has undergone little if any change. 
While the season advances the in- 
quiries continue to grow in volume, but 
there is nevertheless not as much busi- 
ness passing as was generally pre- 
dicted a few months ago. Importers 
are asking $2.10, but brokers are gen- 
erally accepting lower figures for spot 
material. 

FISH SCRAP.—Due in a way to the 
very high prices of the animal ammoni- 
ates, the fish products are in good de- 
mand, and a very large consumption 
is generally predicted during the pres- 
ent season. An unusually large amount 
of foreign material is arriving at 
Southern ports, and during the week 
a cargo of Norwegian fish scrap ar- 
rived at Charleston, it being the first 
arrival from that country noted at the 
Southern port. Dried scrap is un- 
changed at $2.85 and 10; holders of 
wel acidulated scrap are asking $2.35 
and 35, but a better price might pos- 
sibly be done. Holdings, however, are 
well concentrated, and one firm is re- 
ported to have the bulk of product 
under their control. There is but little 
doubt that the arrivals of foreign 
scrap are having a tendency to keep 
domestic prices down.

Practically no changes have taen place in 
the fertilizer situation during the past week. 
Purchases of raw materials are still restricted, 
a condition due in a measure to the high prices 
that prevail and that cause the manufacturers 
to hold off, inasmuch as their needs are not 
of a pressing character. The holders of stocks, 
on the other hand, are indifferent as to the 
state of the demand. They take the view that 
while perhaps two more months will elapse be- 
fore the manufacturers are confronted by ur- 
gent necessities, they must have the goods 
eventually, and the supply men entertain a 
confidence that they have nothing to lose by 
waiting The buyers, on the other hand, 
are prompted by the high prices of ammoniates 
in particular to take the cnance of having to 
pay, perhaps, advanced figures later on This 
is likely to happen, but in the opinion of the 
manufacturers there is also a possibility that 
the current figures willl prevail, in which event 
they are at least relieved of the burden of 
having to carry stocks for several months. 
Should a drop occur, of course, they stand ready 
to gain so much more. For the present it is 
largely a question of storage room, in. which 
respect the facilities of the holders 6f raw 
materials are severely taxed. It is also prac- 
tically certain that none of the manufacturers 
have enough ammoniates to see them through, 
and it remains to be seen which side can hold 
out longest. Orders for future delivery are on 
the basis of an increase of Sec. per unit of 
ammonia for each deferred month Smaller 
producers of ammonia, with limited storage 
capacity, are moved by their special require- 
ments to make some concessions, which are 
taken advantage of by the manufacturers, but 
such offerings do not constitute a very con- 
siderable proportion of the trade actually done 
in the course of the season 

TANKAGE.—Prices for tankage remain very 
firm, with an upward tendency. Unground 9

and 20 tankage is quoted at $2.95 and 10 to 
$2.97%4 and 10; ground 11 and 15 at $3.17% and 
10; ground 7 and 15 at $23 and 8, and 15 at 
$25.25.

A very quiet and routine week was 
noted in the local market and practi- 
cally no changes of importance were 
reported. Notwithstanding the fact 
that cotton as well as other textiles 
are lower than they have been for 
some time the mills are showing but a 
casual interest in the market and ap- 
parently have sufficient dyestuffs at 
hand to answer their immediate needs. 
A large quantity of gambier arrived 
at this port during the week, but the 
bulk of material had been sold prior 
to arrival and the quantity offered ex- 
dock was comparatively small. De- 
spite these heavy arrivals the market 
is but a shade lower than last week 
for spot goods. Antimony salt is in 
better demand, but there is not a very 
large movement in the product as com- 
pared with that of previous years. The 
low prices now prevailing are attract- 
ing slightly more attention from buy- 
ers. Cochineal is in very slow demand 
and the aniline colors are fast supplant- 
ing it. The volume of business /con- 
tinues to decrease and it would not be 
at all surprising if the product disap- 
peared from the commercial market 
within the next few years or so. Ad- 
vices from India bearing on the indigo 
sales continue firm and the better 
grades of dye are finding a ready mar- 
ket at good rates. About 550 chests 
have been disposed of in the primary 
market since our last issue. The other 
products were generally quiet during 
the week and little business aside from 
the contract trading developed. A de- 
tailed report of the market follows:— 

ALBUMEN.—A quiet week was ex- 
perienced, although the demand was 
generally described as being of the 
usual seasonable volume. The contract 
withdrawals are moving along steadi- 
ly and occasional inquiries for new ma- 
terial are noted. Egg albumen is 
quoted quietly firm at 52@73c.; blood 
albumen is firm at 23@32c. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—In the 
absence of any great amount of com- 
petition, the market is unchanged both 
as to demand and prices.

These quotations are for 
carload quantities ex dock New York 
city. The Western and Maine potato 
starch is unchanged at 5@5%4c. The 
imported description is 5@5%c. Rice 
is quoted at 6%@7c.; wheat is 5@5%%c. 

SUMAC.—Nothing new has de- 
veloped in this market and the demand 
continues limited and has shown little 
if any improvement. Dock material is 
generally obtainable at $59, at which 
price shipments are also held. For 
store goods $64@66 is asked, 

TURMERIC.—Calcutta advices of 
December 30 are to the effect that the 
season is drawing to a close, Quality 
offering is generally weevilly and 
dusty. Prices are very dear and ex- 
port demand continues limited, espe- 
cially for Europe and America. Sales 
of ready parcels have been passing at 
the undernoted rates. Unsold stocks 
and supplies are small owing to partial 
failure of Bengal crop. Locally the 
market is firm but quiet and prices 
show no variation whatever. 

ZINC DUST.—A firm market is 
noted at the highest price level of re- 
cent years. For spot 6%c. is generally 
asked, with shipments obtainable at 
6lee. 
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The Louisville Cotton Oil Co. 


In the twenty-fifth anniversary num- 
ber of the Louisville Times more than 
a half page is devoted to cottonseed oil 
and cottonseed products. The article, 
which is intended to illustrate one of the 
leading industries of St. Louis, includes 
an interesting eight-column picture of the 
plant of the Louisville Cotton Oil Com- 
pany. Even spread across the entire 
page, the engraving can only give an 
approximate idea of the works of the 
enterprising and busy manufacturing con- 
cern, 

Speaking of the industry and its chief 
factors in St. Louis, the Times says in 
part:— 

“The Louisville Cotton Oi] Company is the 
largest refinery in Louisville, and is one or 
the large concerns contributing to the reve- 
nues of planters and merchants growing and 
handling the chief staple of the South, and it 
is also one of the most progressive and enter- 
prising representatives of the cottonseed oil 


industry, having taken a very prominent part 
in demonstrating the great commercial value 





of cotton oil, particularly as regards its use in 
connection with food products, having agencies 
in all the large European centers, as well as 
being represented in practically all the large 
centers of the United States and Canada. 

“The company recently completed a new 
refinery building, which is second to none, and 
is equipped with the very latest machinery 
being used, and has a plant to be proud of, 
having three stories and basement, with train 
shed, steel and glass, besides increasing its 
capacity greatly. The company also enjoys the 
distinction of having the first, not the only, 
licensed and bonded cottonseed oil warehouse 
in the United States. The enterprise of the 
‘company in providing extensive warehouse 
facilities for the storage of cotton oil may be 
said to have marked an entirely new and im- 
portant departure in the trade, requiring a 
special act of Legislature. 

“In the year of 1899 the corporation was 
organized with J. J. Caffrey as president and 
general manager, and Charles P. Fink, sec- 
retary and treasurer, and a directory of well- 
known business men. The success that this 
company has attained can only be appreciated 
by visiting its plant, the outturn of which ag- 
sregates in value $2,000,000 annually. 

“The officers of the company are:—J. J. 
Caffrey, president and general manager; E. M. 
Caffrey, assistant manager, and Charles P. 
Fink, secretary and treasurer. All are business 
men of marked ability. Mr. J. J. Caftrey 
and Mr. E. M. Caffrey are natives of St. 
Louis, and Mr. C. P, Fink is a native of 
Louisville. The firm is a member of the 
Board of Trade."’

A Closer Working Order of Califor- 
nia Petroleum Interests. 
Los Angeles, Jan. 22, 1910. 

A meeting of great interest to the oil men 
of California was that held yesterday at 
Bakersfield of the Kern River and Coalinga 
Independent Oil Agencies. Thirty-two new 
companies were admitted to membership and 
the members decided on the closed-door policy 
toward outside companies after the latter had 
been given due invitation to join the Agencies 
before a certain time. The resolution on this 
point, which was adopted, reads as follows:— 

“Resolved, That it be the sense of the mem- 
bers of the Kern River and Coalinga Oil Pro- 
ducers’ Agencies that no company or individual 
in the State of California be admitted to 
membership in either of the said agencies 
unless such application for membership be filed 
on or before April 1, 1910.’ 

This action has seemed inevitable for sev- 
eral months, and although there was some op- 
position to it, the resolution was adopted, It 
transpires that the independent producers— 
many of them—have been holding aloof from 
the Agency on some pretext or another, and 
the membership has not increased as it might 
be expected. Now that the new pipe line is 
practically completed it seems to the man- 
agement a proper time to close the door and 
prepare to become a corporation whose aims 
shall be to produce and market its own product 
to its own best advantage, regardless of how 
it may affect other independent producers. The 
Agencies were formed for mutual protection 
and benefit among all the producers of the 
State, but some have seen best to remain 
unidentified. The organization of the Agencies, 
however, has been patent enough to advance 
the price of oil from 20 cents to 63 cents a 
barrel and may, therefore, aside from any 
other consideration, be pronounced a distinct 
success, At the meeting a movement was 
inaugurated to merge the two agencies, if it 
may be done without violation of the Cart- 
wright law in this State against combinations 
in restrain of trade. The combined Agencies 
now control nearly 50,000 barrels of the daily 
production of the State, about one-third of the 
total, and it places them on a powerful foot- 
ing and practically gives them the whip hand. 

It was brought out at that meeting that 
while the danger of overproduction is past, a 
big fight was on hand for markets between the 
independents on one hand and the Standard 
and Associated on the other. The two latter 
coneerns have, it was stated, under contract 
20,000,000 barrels of oil for which it was pay- 
ing 50 cents to the producers and the delivery 
of which will extend over a considerable pe- 
riod of time. In addition to this the Standard 
has 11,000,000 barrels in storage, much of 
which was bought for 12% and 15 cents a 
barrel, and this oil, it was asserted, would be 
used to beat down the price. It may be 
said, however, in this connection that this 
storage of oil of the Standard was bought five 
or six years ago, and, considering storage 
and shrinking, ete., {it now ‘‘stands’’ the 
Standard no less than 50 or 60 cents for every 
barrel it has stored. The independents have 
now in all fields about 4,000,000 barrels in 
storage and wish they had more. In fact, one 
of the matters discussed at the meeting was 
the question of storage, and it was decided 
to inerease it several millions of barrels if 
possible in order to take advantage of the 
markets. 

It was announced at the meeting that owing 
to inclement weather making the roads in 
the country almost impassable several of the 
pump stations on the new pipe line would not 
be completed for possibly thirty days, and that 
at the expiration of the contract with the 
Associated, on February 1, the independent line 
would be unprepared to take the Agencies’ oil, 
as many of the station storage tanks along the 
line as can be reached are now taking oil, and 
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the available storage is rapidly being filled. 
At Coalinga the storage tanks and reservoirs of 
the Independent Pipe Line Company, amount- 
ing to about 500,000 barrels, are all filled, and 
this condition has decided the Agency members 
in this field to shut down for a period of 
three or four weeks or until the transportation 
company can handle their product. Some of 
the companies are already shut down and 
the others will follow suit the coming week. 
This will take about 15,000 barrels a day off 
the market at this point and will affect no 
one except the members of the Agencies—and 
that only temporarily, 

Stocks have been increasing rapidly in 
Coalinga during the past two months, owing 
to a breakdown in the pipe line to Monterey, 
and at present there are nearly 1,000,000 bar- 
rels in storage. Producers throughout the en- 
tire field have found it necessary to curtail 
their output, and January’s production is 
likely to fall far short of December. 

The merging of interests mentioned in last 
week’s correspondence of many small! oil com- 
panies into gigantic corporations continues 
here, and it appears that in the course of a 
few years a large proportion of the smaller 
concerns will lose their identity in the larger 
and stronger units. These larger corporations 
are, for the most part, promoted and financed 
by men fully able in every way to carry out 
their plans. Some of the details of one of the 
largest of these combinations has just been 
published. The incorporation papers have just 
been filed and discloses a $25,000,000 corpora- 
tion known as the American Oilfields, Limited, 
with a directorate composed of some of the 
wealthiest and most successful operators on the 
coast, among them E. L. Doheney and C. A, 
Canfield, principal owners of the famous Mex- 
ican Petroleum Company. ‘The holdings of the 
company, which has absorbed several producing 
properties, consists of more than 5,000 acres 
of oil land, located in the Coalinga, McKitt- 
rick and Midway fields. Negotiations are 
under way for other properties, and the com- 
pany’s holdings in all three fields will be de- 
veloped without delay. The large capitaliza- 
tion of the new company and the well-known 
ability of the men controlling it indicates that 
operations will be carried on on a wide scale. 
While the policy of the company is not known 
it is not improbable that it will market its 
own product, and for this purpose will con- 
struct pipe lines, etc., necessary to the proper 
conduct of such an extensive business as it is 
sure to be. 

Another even of the past week of more than 
passing interest was the dissolution of the 
Associated Oil Company trust at a meeting 
held on the 18th inst. Three hundred and 
eighty thousand shares of the 400,000 was 
voted. The concern now stands as a regular 
subsidiary corporation of the Southern Pacific 
company on much the same basis as the Kern 
Trading and Oil Company, although part of its 
stock is held by the general public. 

New directors will soon be elected, and a 
majority of railroad representatives will no 
doubt be members. Contradictory as it may 
appear the present management of the Asso- 
ciated seems to favor higher prices for oil 
and in several instances has refused to make 
contracts with consumers at a cut price. In 
this policy it is working hand and glove with 
the independents and against the Standard. An 
instance is given in the contract recently made 
with the Western Pacific Railroad. Both the 
Association and Union-Independents were after 
this contract, but refused to sell at 90 cents, 
at which figure the Standard closed the con- 
tract. The evidence goes to show that neither 
the Associated nor the Union-Independents will 
sell oil at San Francisco Bay points at less 
than $1 or $1.10 cents a barrel. This means 
about 6S cents to the producer in the San 
Joaquin Valley. The situation is a little con- 
fused just at present, but as stated above 
the Union-Independents practically control the 
situation, and after May 1 it may be a close 
corporation doing business for its own benefit. 
The agreement under which this corporation 
operates is iron clad will continue for a 
period of ten years. 


Field Notes. 


Coalinga is in a bad way just now, so far 
as marketing facilities are concerned. Some of 
the companies are tied up and others are 
building storage as rapidly as they can, The 
American Petroleum Company now has in its 
tanks and reservoirs over 300,000 barrels 
awaiting repairs on the Monterey pipe line. 
This company has just brought in three wells, 
all of which are good ones, increasing the 
company’s output 2.000 barrels a day. Two 
more are in the sand and will probably be 
finished next month. The company now has 
twenty-seven producing wells, giving a daily 
production of 8,500 barrels. 

Nat Goodwin, the actor, has finally 
into the oil business, and has leased 
in section 8-19-15, in the Coalinga fleld, and 
will begin development work at once. The lo- 
cation, being in the far north end of the 
field, two miles from any producing property, 
classes it as a_ wildcat. The company is 
called the Edna Goodrich Consolidated, after 
Mr. Goodwin's latest wife. 

The operations of the Empire Oil Company on 
section 32-19-15 seem to have exploded the 
theory that there was a distinct break in the 
formation at approximately this point between 
the so-called east and west sides, at Coalinga. 
The company has struck oil and the well is 
finished at 2,690 feet. It is 
doing 400 barrels a day. 

The Claremont Oil Company, 
section 24-20-14, Coalinga, has signed a con- 
tract to deliver its oil, amounting to 70,000 
barrels a month, to the Associated for a_ pe- 
riod of five years at 50 cents a barrel. This 
company is controlled by the Union, which 
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owns a majority interest, and the transaction 
has caused considerable talk. The matter may 
yet be a subject for litigation, as it was fully 
intended that the Claremont should become a 
member of the Agency and cast its lot with 
the Union-Independents. 

On section 30-32-24 in the Sunset-Midway 
district, the Standard has opened up some 
territory just such as it has been searching 
for for over two years. It has just finished a 
well near the center of the section at 2,300 
feet which is doing 1,960 barrels a day of 26 
gravity oil. The company has three other 
wells close to this one which have been shut 
down for several months at depths ranging 
from 1,900 to 2,000 feet and will now prob- 
ably be drilled into the sand. The well just 
completed was spudded in twenty-six months 
ago, which indicates that even in a compara- 
tively shallow field fast work is not always 
done.

Kentucky Petroleum Fields. 
Barbourville, Ky., Jan, 26, 1910. 
Kentucky petroleum operations have been 
tied up for two weeks by bad weather. 
Roads are in a deplorable shape, caused by 
heavy rains on a foot of snow, and few new 
rigs have been planted lately, it being im- 
possible to move heavy machinery. As soon 
as conditions improve some new work will 
be started in Southeastern Kentucky, but 
the probability is that upper Kentucky fields 
will witness little activity until an improve- 
ment is shown in crude oil prices. 


A 30-barrel strike in the Mt. Pisgah dis- 
trict of Wayne county early in the week 
constitutes the best oiler. The strike was 
made by Pennsylvania operators. The loca- 
tion is in a proven district, but a section 
new enough to contain many locations, and 
the drill during the coming few months is 
expected to become more active in this par- 
ticular section. Only two other comple- 
tions were registered during the week, a 
brace of small producers being drilled at 
Parmleysville. Conditions in Wayne county, 
the principal field of Kentucky, are some- 
what better than in other fields, because of 
the proven character of the pools, and its 
six established districts will contain some 
new work during the spring season. The 
trend will probably be toward the Mt. Pisgah 
and Parmleysville districts, which are new- 
er. The old Sunnybrook pool, which fur- 
nished a surprise strike last month in the 
shape of a deep well, the first successful one 
to be drilled in Wayne, will doubtless re- 
ceive some attention, 

A new well is under way in Clay county, 
the newest development in lower Kentucky. 
The location is some distance from the test 
which came in last month, and which shows 


up as a 25-barreler. This field is one of the 
most inviting undeveloped districts of lower 
Kentucky, and will certainly come in for 
much prospecting, should tests now under 
way prove as successful as the first venture. 

None of the upper Kentucky pools has 
furnished a strike for several weeks. Wolfe, 
Bath, Rowan and Estill counties contain 
some good producing wells, but the produc- 
tion has not been increased by new develop- 
ments, the low price of oll ew ag a de- 
terring factor. Should prices not improve, 
however, new work will probably be under- 
taken when milder weather renders it less 
expensive,

Lim«x Petroleum Fields. 
Lima, O., Jan, 26, 1910. 

A review of the Lima petroleum fields of 
Northwestern Ohio and Indiana shows no 
change of consequence in the line of opera- 
tions, as only the usual number of wells have 
been drilled in and none of them is above 
the average producer. The inclement weath- 
er has been retarding work, and nothing out 
of the ordinary will transpire in either field 
until late in the spring. In the Northwest-
